Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough ;  the 
Lessons  read  by  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  and  the  Litany  by 
the  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  by  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinck- 
ney,  D.  D.,  and  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Babbitt, 
from  John,  xvi,  14. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop ;  being 
assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  elements  by  the  Revs.  Dr.  Pinck- 
ney  and  Dr.  Porter,  and  Messrs.  McCollough  and  Bellinger. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Roll 
of  the  Clergy  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following  answering 
to  their  names  :

A  quorum  of  both  Orders  was  present,  and  the^Convenlion  de- 
clared to  be  duly  organized.  Certificates  were  presented  from  two 
additional  Parishes. 

The  List  of  Clergy  was  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of 
Rev.  Messrs.  Hanckel,  Allston  and  Gadsden,  and  the  Roll  of 
Parishes,  and  Credentials  of  Deputies  to  a  Committee  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Shand,  Huger  and  Ball. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  dispensed 
with. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  for  Secretary  was  dispensed  with,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  nominated  and  elected  viva  voce.  He 
appointed  the  Rev.  Ellison  Capers  assistant. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  for  Treasurer  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr. 
F.  A.  Mitchell  nominated  and  elected  viva  voce. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Standing  Committees  : 

1  st.  On  Admission  of  New  Parishes. — Rev.  John  Johnson,  Dr. 
W.  W.  Anderson  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Benet.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Capers  announced  the  presence  of  Archdeacon 
Kirkby,  and  on  his  motion  he  was  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention, and  heartily  welcomed  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Committee  on  the  List  of  the  Clergy  reported  the  accuracy 
of  the  list  and  recommended  concurrence. 

After  informal  discussion,  Mr.  Benet  offered  the  following: 
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Resolved i  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Clergymen  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bishop  and  Rev.  Mr.  Harper, 
and  that  the  question  of  their  eligibility  to  membership  of  the  Convention  of 
thSf,  Diocese  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Ave — two  clergymen  and  three  lay- 
men— to  report  to  next  Convention. 

On  this  Resolution  he  called  for  a  vote  by  Orders. 
Pending  the  discussion,  on  motion,  after  prayer  by  the  Bishop, 
the  Convention  adjourned  until  to-morrow  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.

SECOND  DAY. 

Ascension  Day,  May  14th,  1885. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  at  7  o'clock 
A.  M.,  he  being  assisted  by  the  Rev.  E.  Capers  and  Rev.  McNeely 
DuBose. 

At  10  o'clock,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  Morning  Prayer  was 
said  by  the  Rev.  John  Johnson  and  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D., 
the  Lessons  being  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Dickinson.  A  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Archdeacon  Kirkby,  from  Acts  I,  6,  7, 
8. 

After  a  brief  interval  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop,  and  the  Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

Names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called  and  five  Depu- 
ties from  four  Parishes  answered.    [See  Roll  of  Deputies,  p.  13.] 

Certificates  were  presented  from  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis, 
and  Christ  Church,  Mars  Bluff,  and,  the  names  being  called, 
Messrs.  Venning  and  Gregg  answered. 

The  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  Deputies  presented  the  following 
Report : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  list  of  Lay  Deputies 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  the  list  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  and  find  the  same  correct ;  that  the  Deputies 
from  St.  Luke's,  Newberry,  have  not  been  chosen  in  the  manner 
provided  for  by  the  law  of  the  Convention,  but  they  recommend 
that  these  Deputies  be  received  as  members  of  the  Convention. 
They  also  report  the  Deputies  from  St.  Thaddaeus  Church,  Aiken, 
duly  elected. 
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They  also  report  that  Mr.  Julius  H.  Heyward  is  present  from 
Christ  Church,  Greenville,  ready  to  act  by  request  of  his  Rector, 
and,  although  not  formally  elected,  we  recommend  that  he  be 
admitted  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  Greenville. 

They  also  report  St.  Paul's  Church,  Pendleton,  and  the  Church 
of  the  Advent,  Marion,  as  being  in  arrears  for  three  years  to  the 
Convention  fund.

On  calling  the  names  of  the  Deputies  from  St.  Thaddseus,  Aiken, 
and  St.  Luke's,  Newberry,  Mr.  C.  E.  R.  Drayton  was  found  to  be 
present. 

Rev.  Mr.  Judd  announced  the  presence  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
General  Board  of  Missions,  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Flichtner  and  the  Rev. 
J.  Kimber;  also,  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Boone,  of  Savannah,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  Eccleston,  of  Baltimore,  and,  on  his  motion,  they  were  invited 
to  seats  and  welcomed  to  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.    [See  Appendix  I.] 

The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention  was  next  in  order. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  its 
Secretary,  the  Rev.  E.  Capers. 

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  MISSIONS. 

The  mission  work  of  the  Diocese  is  very  much  as  reported  last 
year. 

Death  and  removal  have  left  some  of  our  Parishes  and  Mission 
Stations  without  a  Missionary,  but  in  others  we  have  some  facts 
reported  which  give  us  encouragement. 

In  the  First  Missionary  District,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hal] am,  who  was  \ 
Missionary    to  Winnsboro,   Ridgeway,   Chester  and  Lancaster, 
resigned  his  Mission  last  January  and  has  left  the  Diocese.  The 
Board  expects  to  fill  his  place  by  the  appointment- of  a  Missionary 
at  its  first  meeting  after  Convention. 

The  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose,  ordained  Deacon  in  December  last, 
has  been  assigned  to  duty  by  the  Bishop  at  Union,  with  the  Rev. 
Mr.  McCollough. 

By  relieving  Mr.  McCollough  of  one  of  his  regular  Sundays  at 
Union,  he  has  been  enabled  to  begin  a  promising  Mission  at  Pelzer, 
in  Anderson  County. 
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A  regular  Mission  has  also  been  organized  at  Easley,  on  the  Air 
Line  Railroad,  where  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McCollough,  Gadsden  and 
Capers  have  officiated  regularly. 

The  addition  of  Pelzer  to  the  appointments  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
McCollough  gives  that  Missionary  five  stations,  beside  his  Parish  at 
Union. 

When  we  consider  that  the  First  District  contains  more  than 
half  the  population  of  the  State,  and  that  out  of  this  great  popula- 
tion our  Church  has  only  646  communicants,  about  one-eighth  of  the 
communicants  of  the  Diocese,  we  may  well  approve  the  zeal  of  our 
reverend  Brother  in  laying  the  foundations  of  the  Church  wherever 
the  opportunity  offers. 

These  foundations,  though  not  attracting  the  eye,  if  well  attended 
to  now,  will  be  ready  in  future  to  bear  the  superstructure  which 
assuredly  must  be  built  upon  them. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Logan,  in  addition  to  his  work  at  Welford  and 
Reidville,  has  made  a  regular  monthly  engagement  at  Laurens, 
where  there  is  a  revival  of  interest  among  our  Church  people,  and 
where  the  Missionary  has  met  a  very  kindly  reception  from  the 
community. 

The  Greenville  Convocation  inaugurated  the  services  at  Laurens 
and  Easley,  each  Clergyman  taking  an  appointment  for  the  same. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Board  that  Pendleton  and  Anderson 
should  be  united  under  one  Minister  has  been  happily  carried  out, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gadsden  is  the  Missionary  in  charge. 

Both  at  Anderson  and  Pendleton  the  Missionary  feels  encouraged. 
At  Andersoity  particularly,  there  is  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  work 
and  life  of  the  Parish. 

At  Walhalla,  Mr.  Gadsden  thinks  the  outlook  for  a  good  Mis- 
sion is  most  encouraging. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel,  the  Missionary  to  Newberry,  and  Wil- 
lington,  in  Abbeville  County,  reports  that  at  the  latter  place  part 
of  the  material  and  the  sum  of  $1,100  are  on  hand  to  rebuild  the 
Lord's  house,  which  is  to  be  a  fitting  memorial  of  the  pious  zeal 
and  devotion  of  the  late  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher.

The  contributions  to  the  Board  for  the  past  year  amounted  to 
$512.15. 
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This  amount  is  $121.09  less  than  the  First  District  gave  last  year. 

In  the  Second  District  the  Rev.  Mr  Steele  resigned  the  Mission 
at  Mars  Bluff  and  Kingstree  in  June,  and  accepted  the  Parish  at 
Orangeburg.  Kingstree  has  been  without  services  since,  but  Rev. 
Mr.  Motte  has  given  a  monthly  service  to  Mars  Bluff.  Ill  health 
compelled  Mr.  Steele  to  resign  Orangeburg  in  November,  and  on 
the  6th  of  March  following  he  fell  on  sleep,  having  by  the  will  of 
God  finished  his  work. 

At  Stateburg  the  Missionary  was  compelled  from  ill  health  to 
resign  the  Parish,  since  which  time  it  has  been  vacant.  Since 
resigning  at  Stateburg  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lucas  has  removed  to  Green- 
ville County. 

Sumter  and  Clarendon  have  also  been  vacant  since  the  resigna- 
tion of  Rev.  Mr.  Porter  in  January  last.  Mr.  Porter  has  become 
Assistant  Minister  at  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston. 

He  reports  the  Rectory  at  Sumter  complete  and  paid  for,  and 
commends  the  liberal  spirit  of  his  late  charge. 

Services  have  been  resumed  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford 
Springs,  under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry.  Seventy- 
five  dollars  were  appropriated  to  this  point,  and  Mr.  Guerry  reports 
that  the  effort  he  has  made  has  met  a  most  cordial  response  from 
the  people  in  that  vicinity. 

Mr.  Guerry  also  makes  an  interesting  statement  of  missionary 
work  begun  under  favorable  circumstances  near  Summerville,  in 
which  he  is  much  encouraged. 

Rev.  Mr.  Clarkson  is  the  Missionary  to  St.  Matthew's  and  Fort 
Motte,  in  Orangeburg  County,  and  in  charge  of  the  "  Wateree 
Colored  Mission."  Mr.  Clarkson  repeats  the  recommendation 
the  Board  approved  last  year,  that  Orangeburg  and  St.  Matthew's 
be  united  under  one  Minister.  They  are  on  the  South  Carolina 
Railroad  and  only  a  few  miles  apart,  and  together  could  maintain 
a  Minister,  and  relieve  the  Board.  Of  his  work  among  the  blacks, 
Mr.  Clarkson  says  that  he  would  report  it  in  a  very  encouraging 
condition — more  so  than  at  any  time  since  its  commencement. 

Mr.  Clarkson  has  recently  received  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Saul,  of 
Philadelphia,  the  donation  of  eight  hundred  dollars  for  building  a 
school  house  for  a  Parish  school,  and  for  services  on  Sunday.  He 
hopes  to  complete  the  building  this  Summer. 

The  Board  of  Missions  has  never  had  it  in  its  power  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  this  Mission  among  colored  people. 

The  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield, 
is  the  Missionary  of  the  Board  at  Trenton,  on  the  Charlotte,  Co- 
lumbia and  Augusta  Railroad,  and  also  conducts  missionary  services 
at  Langley,  the  Bath  Paper  Mills,  and  at  Kaolin.  The  Kaolin 
Company  support  the  Mission  there  entirely,  and  have  built  a 
school  house  for  the  children  of  the  colored  people. 

Joseph  Quarles,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  a  student  at 
St.  Augustine  School  in  North  Carolina,  has  been  the  teacher  of 
this  school  at  Kaolin. 
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Mr.  Walker  reports  also  a  Mission  for  the  colored  people  in  the 
town  of  Edgefield,  where  he  has  collected  some  thirty  communi- 
cants, and  excited  a  growing  interest  among  the  colored  people 
generally  for  the  teaching  and  services  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  H.  K.  Brouse  is  the  Missionary  at  Marion  and  Society 
Hill.  Mr.  Brouse  laments  the  weak  condition  of  the  Church  at 
Society  Hill,  owing  to  continued  removals. 

At  Marion  the  prospect  is  brighter,  and  the  signs  are  encourag- 
ing. At  both  places  the  devotion  of  our  people  to  the  Church, 
and  their  disposition  to  do  what  they  can  to  sustain  their  Parishes, 
induces  Mr.  Brouse  to  ask  the  Board  to  continue  its  aid,  else  the 
work  at  both  points  must  languish.

The  contributions  of  the  Second  District  amounted  to  $300.77, 
which  amount  is  $22.53  short  of  the  sum  given  last  year. 

In  the  Third  District,  the  Missionaries  of  the  Board  are  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Bellinger,  Prentiss,  Sams,  Green,  Welch  and  Allston. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Steele  was  the  Missionary  at  Orangeburg,  until  his 
resignation  in  November  last,  since  which  time  that  Parish  has 
been  vacant,  the  Junior  Warden  acting  faithfully  as  Lay  Reader, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss  giving  a  service  in  March  and  April. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger  reports  his  mission  work  as  usual.  A 
comfortable  Rectory  has  been  built  at  Yemassee  and  donated  to 
the  Parish  of  All  Saints,  Hampton  County,  by  a  generous  commu- 
nicant of  the  Church.  The  same  person  is  also  to  build  a  Church 
and  school  house  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  colored  people. 

At  Allendale  a  lot  has  been  donated,  the  lumber  promised,  and 
$256  raised  for  the  building  of  a  Church  at  that  place.  The  ladies 
are  zealously  engaged,  and  the  Church  will  be  built  in  due  time. 

The  Board  has  heard  from  its  faithful  and  zealous  Missionary, 
with  great  regret,  that  during  the  last  six  months  he  has  lost  the 
sight  of  one  of  his  eyes,  in  a  great  measure,  and,  in  consequence 
of  this  calamity,  he  has  been  obliged  to  discontinue  some  of  his 
services. 

The  Coast  Mission  is  in  good  condition.  Improvements  have 
been  made  to  the  Church  at  Bluffton,  and  also  at  Hardeeville,  and 
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the  Rev.  Mr.  Sams  reports  a  gratifying  increase  in  communicants 
and  other  indications  of  Christian  life  and  zeal  within  the  limits  of 
his  mission  work. 

Rev.  Mr.  Welch  has  been  active  in  his  visits  to  the  charitable 
institutions  of  the  city,  to  the  Jail,  and  in  attendance  to  his  duties 
as  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  and  Missionary  to  St. 
Stephen's  Church  and  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  near  Pineville. 

He  reports  public  worship  on  Sundays  114  times,  and  on  other 
days  420  times,  and  34  public  and  35  private  administrations  of 
the  Holy  Communion  within  the  year. 

At  St.  John's  Church,  John's  Island,  and  Christ  Church  Parish, 
Rev.  Mr.  Green  is  the  Missionary. 

Gratifying  signs  of  increased  life  and  interest  are  reported  by 
Mr.  Green  in  both  of  his  Parishes.  In  Christ  Church  Parish,  par- 
ticularly, the  attendance  on  public  worship  and  the  Sunday  School 
has  been  more  general  and  hearty,  and  the  contributions  to  the 
Missions  of  the  Diocese  have  been  materially  enlarged. 

The  Board  appropriated  $50  to  aid  in  building  a  Chapel  in 
Georgetown  County,  where  a  very  poor  population  of  white  people 
were  ready  and  anxious  to  have  the  services  of  the  Church.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Allston  reports  to  the  Board  that  the  Chapel  has  been 
built  at  a  total  cost  of  $238,  and  is  known  as  St.  Peter's  Chapel. 

The  Bishop  visited  this  Chapel  in  July  and  confirmed  three  per- 
sons, the  first  fruits  of  the  Mission. 

An  acre  of  ground  has  been  given  by  a  lady  to  this  Chapel,  and 
Mr.  Allston  has  begun  a  school  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  at 
St.  Peter's,  which  was  in  part  supported  as  a  State  public  school, 
and  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  by  the  Lent  offerings  of  Prince 
George's.  The  Board  feels  this  to  be  a  good  work,  and  most 
worthy  of  our  help.

The  Advancement  Society  paid  our  deficiency  last  year,  and 
gave  us  $500  from  its  funds. 

The  addition  of  this  amount  to  the  offerings,  donations  and  col- 
lections gave  the  Board  $3,007.72  to  meet  its  appropriations  and 
expenses.  The  appropriations  and  expenses  amounted  to  $4,056.53, 
which  leaves  us  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  indebtedness  of  $1,048.81. 

The  Board  deplores  this  state  of  things,  but  the  Missionaries  in 
the  field  could  not  be  deserted.  Your  Board  felt  bound  to  pay 
their  stipends,  and  trust  to  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  meet  the 
deficiency. 

In  concluding  our  Report,  we  would  respectfully  request  the 
Clergy,  and  all  officers  of  Vestries,  making  Reports  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  contributions  to  Missions,  to  report  under  the  head  of 
Diocesan  Missions  only  such  sums  as  are  sent  to  our  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Edwards. 

In  some  of  the  Reports  amounts  given  to  aid  in  building  churches, 
for  instance,  are  charged  to  Diocesan  Missions,  when  your  Board 
has  not  received  the  same,  and  no  account  of  such  sums  is  rendered 
by  our  Treasurer.

THIRD  DAY. 


Friday,  May  15th,  1885. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer 
was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Barnwell,  Stoney  and  Edgerton  ;  the 
Litany  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop.  The 
Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  call  of  the  names  of  absent  members  was  dis- 
pensed with  for  the  remainder  of  the  session,  and  those  present 
requested  to  report  themselves. 

Messrs.  C.  R.  Dwight  and  J.  R.  Thomas,  from  Fairfield,  and 
Mr.  A.  Coward,  from  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  York- 
ville,  reported. 

Mr.  Drayton  moved  to  suspend  the  order  of  business  and  take 
up  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  List  of  the  Clergy. 

The  Chair  decided  the  motion  out  of  order,  and  appeal  was 
made  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.  A  vote  being  taken  the 
decision  of  the  Chair  was  sustained. 

Mr.  Jervey  gave  notice  of  a  protest  against  the  seating  of  colored 
clergy. 

The  Standing  Committee  presented  their  Annual  Communica- 
tion.   [See  Appendix  II.] 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  presented  their  Annual  Report. 
[See  Appendix  III.] 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  authorized  to  use  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  from  the  interest  of  the  funds  in  their  trust— $100  to  be 
paid  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  $50,  if  so  much  be  needed,  to 
investigate  the  title  deeds  of  the  Sheldon  Church  property. 

The  Reports  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Convention  and  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  were  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.*  Gadsden,  the  arrears  due  from  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Pendleton,  were  remitted  by  unanimous  consent. 
Mr.  A.  G.  Clarkson  offered  the  following: 
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Whereas  a  certain  legacy  was  left  to  Zion  Church  Parish,  the  income  from 
which  to  go  towards  the  Rector's  support,  and  up  to  a  recent  date  the  Parish 
did  regularly  receive  the  same ;  and  the  Vestry,  in  making  their  financial 
arrangements,  took  into  account  the  usual  amount  which  the  Parish  had  always 
received  from  the  fund  from  the  time  of  the  donation,  now  find  themselves  in 
arrears  on  account  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  legacy  withholding  the  income 
due  the  Parish.  Therefore,  the  delegates  from  Zion  Church  Parish  being 
instructed  to  bring  this  matter  before  the  Convention,  move  that  a  Committee, 
two  of  the  Clergy  and  three  of  the  Laity,  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  investi- 
gate the  matter  and  direct  the  income  from  the  fund  to  be  paid  over  to  the 
Parish,  as  provided  by  the  bequest,  as  heretofore.

The  Resolution  was  agreed  to,  and  the  following  appointed  as 
the  Committee  :  Rev.  W.  H.  Hanckel,  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast, 
Messrs.  Haskell,  Shand,  and  J.  L.  Manning. 

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  any  member,  elected  or 
appointed  by  this  Convention,  or  under  its  authority  to  represent  the  Church, 
or  to  perform  any  duty,  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  upon  the 
presentation  of  a  certified  statement  of  such  expenses  bv  the  Deputy. 

Mr.  Parker  moved  to  amend  by  adding  "  provided  he  has  funds 
in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated  ;  "  which  was  accepted. 

On  motion  the  Resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Rev.  Mr.  Capers  offered  the  following  Resolution,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  Messenger,  edited  and  published  by  one  of  our  Clergy, 
and  accepted  by  our  Bishop  as  an  organ  of  communication  with  the  Diocese, 
and  now  being  circulated  in  our  Parishes,  deserves  the  support  of  our  people. 

The  Secretary  laid  before  the  Convention  the  official  notification 
of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

He  also  presented  the  following  communication  from  the  Diocese 
of  New  Jersey  : 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  of  sending  you  the  fol- 
lowing Resolutions  passed  at  the  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
held  in  the  city  of  New  Brunswick  on  the  6th  and  7th  of  May. 
Will  you  kindly  lay  them  before  the  next  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  South  Carolina  ? 
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"Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  through  its  Deputies,  memo- 
rialize the  next  General  Convention  in  favor  of  a  restoration  in 
"The  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy 
Communion"  of  so  much  of  its  old  congruity  as  may  be  effected 
by  replacing  the  so-called  Lesser  Exhortation,  Confession,  Absolu- 
tion, Comfortable  Words  and  Prayer  of  Humble  Access,  after  the 
Prayer  of  Consecration,  and  immediately  before  the  reception  and 
distribution  of  the  Elements. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  requested 
to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  every 
Convention  of  the  American  Church,  and  request  him  to  lay  it 
before  his  Convention  and  ask  its  official  approval  of  the  object, 
and  co-operation  in  accomplishing  it."

The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and  Rev. 
Messrs.  Kershaw  and  Barnwell  appointed  Tellers  of  the  vote  of  the 
Clergy,  and  Messrs.  London  and  Ball  of  that  of  the  Laity. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  announced  the  withdrawal  of  Dr.  Wragg,  on 
account  of  feeble  health  and  advanced  years,  and  nominated  Mr. 
Julian  Mitchell. 

The  former  members  of  the  Committee  were  nominated  for 
re-election,  and  also  Rev.  Messrs.  Trapier,  Wilson,  Bellinger, 
Capers  and  Allston  ;  and  Messrs.  C.  S.  Gadsden,  Parker,  London, 
J.  J.  P.  Smith,  Archer,  Haskell,  Shand,  T.  D.  Jervey,  John 
Hanckel,  T.  M.  Hanckel,  St.  J.  Jervey. 

Several  of  these  gentlemen  peremptorily  declined  to  serve. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel,  from  the  Committee  on  Mr.  Clarkson's  Reso- 
lution, presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  agreed  to: 

The  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  report  upon  the  proper 
disposition  of  the  income  arising  from  Mrs.  Clarkson's  legacy,  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  report  that  in  their  judgment  the  money  so 
received  should  be  paid  over  to  the  Vestry  of  Zion  Church,  but 
recommend  that  it  be  divided  equally  between  the  said  Zion  Parish 
and  the  Mission  now  under  charge  of  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Clarkson,  as 
he  is  ministering  to  a  class  of  the  population  specially  mentioned 
in  Mrs.  Clarkson's  legacy. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Trustees  of  that  legacy  ; 
Rev.  Thomas  B.  Clarkson,  William  Clarkson,  Henry  T.  Thompson. 
The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  5:30  o'clock. 
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The  Convention  reassembled  at  5:30  o'clock. 

The  Tellers  of  the  vote  for  Standing  Committee  reported  the 
following  elected  in  both  Orders  : 

Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  Rev.  R.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John 
Johnson,  Rev.  W.  H.  Campbell,  Messrs.  E.  McCrady,  C.  G. 
Memminger,  Wra.  McBurney,  VV.  A.  Pringle;  also  Rev.  A.  T. 
Porter,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  Julian  Mitchell  by  the  Clergy,  and  Mr.  T. 
D.  Jervey  by  the  Laity. 

A  second  ballot  was  ordered  for  one  Clerical  and  one  Lay  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  declined  to  serve  and  withdrew  his  name. 

The  Bishop  called  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  to  the  chair. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  Report.  [See  Ap- 
pendix, IV,  B.]  And  the  Resolutions  appended  thereto  were 
adopted,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  contribute  a  sum  equivalent  to  fifty 
cents  for  each  communicant  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twe?ity-fi>>e  cents  for  each  communicant  be 
assessed  upon  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Convention,  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

They  also  laid  before  the  Convention  the  following  communica- 
tion from  the  Bishop  : 

Charleston,  April  27,  1885. 
Mr.  John  Hanckel,  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee. 

My  Dear  Sir  :  In  making  report  to  the  approaching  Diocesan 
Convention  in  regard  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  I  beg  to 
say  for  the  information  of  the  Committee,  that  for  the  future, 
commencing  with  May  of  the  current  year,  I  will  receive  as  salary 
simply  the  interest  on  vested  funds,  known,  I  believe,  as  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund. 

I  should  be  glad  to  relieve  the  Diocese  by  receiving  only  the  net 
income  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  but  on  careful  consideration  I 
find  that  I  could  not  well  meet  all  the  duties  of  my  office  on  such 
a  reduction.  If  I  have  rightly  informed  myself,  therefore,  the 
Episcopal  salary,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  will  be  hereafter 
thirty-two  hundred  dollars  or  thereabouts.

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel,  the  following  Resolution  was 
adopted  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  letter  of  the  Bishop,  proposing  a  reduction  of  his  salary, 
which  has  been  read,  be  received  as  information,  and  this  Convention,  gratefully 
recognizing  the  self-sacrificing  and  considerate  suggestion  therein  contained, 
respectfully  decline  to  accede  to  his  request. 

The  Tellers  reported  as  the  result  of  the  second  ballot,  that  Rev. 
Dr.  Porter  and  Mr.  Julian  Mitchell  were  again  elected  by  the 
Clergy  and  Mr.  T.  D.  Jervey  by  the  Laity. 

A  third  ballot  was  ordered. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented  their 
Report.    [See  Appendix  V.] 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  announced  that  Mr.  E.  McCrady,  Jr.,  declined 
to  serve  longer  as  Trustee,  and  nominated  Mr.  A.  S.  Smith,  Jr., 
who  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

As  the  result  of  the  third  ballot,  there  was  no  election  by  the 
Clergy,  and  Rev.  R.  S.  Trapier  and  Mr.  T.  D.  Jervey  were  elected 
by  the  Laity.    Rev.  Mr.  Trapier  declined  to  serve. 

Appeal  was  made  to  Dr.  Porter  to  withdraw  his  refusal  to  serve. 

A  fourth  ballot  was  ordered. 

While  the  vote  was  being  counted  the  election  of  Trustees  of 
the  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary  was  ordered,  and  Rev.  Messrs. 
Logan  and  T.  A.  Porter  appointed  Tellers  for  the  Clergy,  and 
Messrs.  R.  S.  Desportes  and  W.  Johnson  for  the  Laity. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  former  Trustees  elected  in  both  Orders. 

The  Tellers  for  Standing  Committee  reported  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Porter  elected  in  both  Orders,  also  Mr.  John  Hanckel  by  the  Clergy, 
and  Mr.  T.  D.  Jervey  by  the  Laity. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  their  Report. 
[See  Appendix  IV,  C] 

After  three  more  ballots  for  Standing  Committee,  with  like 
result, 

On  motion,  after  prayer  by  the  President,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed until  10  o'clock  to-morrow.

Saturday,  May  16th,  1885. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning  Prayer 
was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Sams  and  Wilson. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Another  ballot  was  taken  for  one  Lay  Member  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  their  Report. 
[See  Appendix  IV,  A.] 

The  Tellers  of  the  vote  reported  no  election  by  either  of  the 
Orders. 

Another  ballot  being  taken,  Mr.  A.  C.  Haskell  was  elected  by 
both  Orders. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  was  taken 
up  and  the  business  reported,  viz.,  the  proposed  amendment  of 
Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  was  postponed  until  the  next  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Convention  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet  in  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Charleston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  May,  1886. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Shand  offered  the  following,  which  was  laid  on  the 
table  : 

RemUed,  That  the  Constitution  be  amended  in  the  following  particulars  : 
That  Art.  Ill,  §  11,  be  amended  by  inserting  between  the  word  "  Parish,"  in 
the  9th  and  10th  lines,  and  the  semicolon  thereafter,  the  words  "or  congregation 
in  union  with  this  Convention;"  also,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Diocese,' 
in  the  11th  line,  the  words  "and  receiving  his  salary  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
the  Advancement  Society  or»the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  ;  "  also,  by  striking 
out,  in  the  11th,  12th  and  13th  lines,  the  words  "  or  as  a  Chaplain  in  any  public 
or  benevolent  institution;"  also,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  said  Section  the 
words  "provided  that  any  Presbyter  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese  for  twelve  calendar  months  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  any  Con" 
vention  of  the  Diocese,  and  not  included  in  any  of  the  above  classes,  may  be 
declared  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  both  Orders." 

That  Section  III  of  the  game  Article  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
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§  III.  Every  clergyman  in  good  standing,  included  in  any  of  the  classes  of 
Section  II  of  this  Article,  except  that  he  has  not  been  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  for  twelve  calendar  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
the  Convention,  except  the  right  to  vote  ;  and  other  clergymen  shall  nor,  be 
entitled  to  either  seats  or  votes  except  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  both  Orders. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel  proposed  to  offer  the  same,  amended  "  by 
inserting  after  the  word  '■Missions'  the  words  'provided  they  be 
declared  entitled  to  any  or  all  the  privileges  of  this  Convention, 
by  a  majority  of  both  Orders.'  " 

This  was  also  laid  on  the  table,  on  his  motion. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stoney  offered  the  following,  which,  on  his  motion, 
was  also  laid  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  whenever  the  words  "resident  twelve  calendar  months'1'1  occur  in 
the  Article  proposed  to  be  altered,  they  be  stricken  out  and  "  canonically  resident  " 
be  inserted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sams  presented  the  following  Resolution  of  the  Charles- 
ton Convocation,  and  moved  its  adoption  by  the  Convention  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convocation  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Convention  the 
appointment  of  a  Missionary  Agent  for  the  purpose  of  arousing,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Missionary  spirit  in  the  Diocese,  and  to 
help  raise  funds  to  carry  on  Missionary  work  throughout  the  Diocese. 

On  motion,  the  Resolution  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 
Mr.  Benet  offered  the  following ; 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  the  proposed  alterations  and  additions  to  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  referred  to  in  the  Address  of  the  Bishop,  be  referred 
to  a  Committee  of  five — three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen — to  report  thereon  at 
the  next  Convention. 

The  Resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  the 
Committee,  to  consist  of 

Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough.  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.       Mr.  Edward  McCrady. 
Mr.  W.  C.  Benet. 
Mr.  W.  St.  J.  Jervey  presented  the  protect  of  which  notice  was 
given  yesterday,  as  follows: 

The  State  of  South  Carolina. 
To  the  Presidefit  and  Members  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina : 
The  undersigned,  members  of  this  Convention,  for  themselves 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Parishes  which  they  may  represent,  do  most 
respectfully,  but  earnestly,  protest  against  the  action  of  this  Con- 
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vention  in  refusing  to  consider  a  motion  to  adopt  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Credentials  of  the  Clergy  as  unparliamentary  and 
illegal,  and  as  drawing  into  question  the  very  organization  of  the 
Convention  itself. 

And  they  do  further  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  protest 
against  the  position  which  has  been  announced  by  the  President 
and  acted  upon  practically  by  the  Convention  :  that  by  virtue  of  their 
names  being  on  the  Bishop's  list,  and  reported  upon  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  certain  persons  who  have  been  admitted  to 
Holy  Orders,  to  wit,  Messrs.  H.  C.  Bishop  and  Thos.  G.  Harper, 
are  entitled  to  and  do  occupy  seats  in  this  Convention. 

And  they  do  further  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  protest 
against  the  action  of  this  Convention  in  affirming  that  under  our 
Constitution  and  laws  persons  of  color,  and  not  belonging  to  the 
white  race,  are  entitled  to  seats  upon  the  floor  of  this  Convention 
and  participation  in  the  government  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  ; 
whereas  it  is  respectfully  submitted  by  these  protestants  that  such 
an  innovation  in  the  government  of  the  Church  can  and  should  be 
effected  only  by  the  consent  of  the  Church,  expressed  unequivo- 
cally at  a  Convention,  after  a  full,  fair,  calm  and  deliberate  discus- 
sion of  the  question  on  its  merits.

The  undersigned,  as  a  member  of  this  Convention,  respectfully 
and  earnestly  protests  against  the  failure  of  the  Convention  to 
adjudicate  the  question  whether  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop  and  the 
Rev.  T.  G.  Harper  are  Constitutionally  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention. 

And  the  undersigned  further  respectfully  and  earnestly  protests 
against  the  declaration,  by  their  votes,  of  the  majority  of  the  cleri- 
cal delegates  to  this  Convention,  that  the  above  named  persons  are 
so  entitled,  as  being  based  upon  an  unfair  and  erroneous  interpret- 
ation of  the  language  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Canons.

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  offered  the  following  Resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be,  and  are  hereby,  returned  to 
the  Clergy  and  congregation  of  Trinity  Church  and  the  citizens  of  Columbia 
for  the  cordial  reception  and  generous  hospitality  which  has  rendered  our 
sojourn  here  so  agreeable. 

The  Minutes  of  to-day  were  read  and  approved,  the  Bishop 
spoke  a  few  earnest  words  of  faith  and  love,  and,  with  prayers  and 
benediction,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

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APPENDIX  I. 

BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Convention  ; 

Just  one  hundred  years  ago,  being  May  12th,  1785,  our  first 
Convention  met  in  Charleston,  at  the  State  House,  in  answer  to  a 
circular  letter  from  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Vestries  of  St.  Philip's 
and  St.  Michael's,  held  on  February  8th,  1785. 

The  gentlemen  who  met  to  "  represent  the  Vestries  of  their 
respective  Churches,"  I  quote  from  Jalcho,  were  the  following: 

St.  Philip's—  The  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  H.  Rutledge,  D.  Cannon, 
W.  H.  Gibbes. 

St.  Michael1  s— The  Rev.  Mr.  Purcell,  Roger  Smith. 

St.  James,  Goose  Creek — The  Rev.  Mr.  Ellington,  Peter  Smith. 

St.  John's,  Berkeley — Blakely  White. 

St.  Thomas — Hopson  Pinckney. 

St.  Helena — Col.  Barnwell. 

St.  James,  Santee — D.  Horry,  John  Bowman. 

St.  Stephen's  —  Capt.  John  Palmer. 

This  meeting  adjourned  to  the  12th  of  July  following,  when 
additional  representatives  of  Vestries  from  the  following  Parishes 
were  found  present,  viz.: 

St.  Bartholomew — Win,  Slurring.

At  this  meeting  Deputies,  Clerical  and  Lay,  were  elected  to  meet 
other  Deputies  from  other  States,  in  Philadelphia  in  September 
ensuing.  The  gentlemen  so  elected  were  Rev.  Robert  Smith,  the 
Hon.  Jacob  Read,  the  Hon.  Charles  Pinckney,  the  Hon.  John 
Bull  and  the  Hon.  John  Kean. 

The  Church  in  this  State,  however,  could  not  be  completely 
organized  until  it  had  the  Episcopate,  which  was  ten  years  later, 
when  Dr.  Robert  Smith,  Rector  of  St.  Philip's,  was  elected,  and 
on  the  13th  of  September,  1795,  m  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia, 
was  consecrated  the  first  Bishop  of  South  Carolina;  and  thus  our 
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Diocesan  organization  became  complete,  after  the  manner  of,  and 
in  historic  succession  to,  ancient  apostolic  order,  which  prescribes 
these  "Orders  of  Ministers  in  Christ's  Church — Bishops,  Priests 
and  Deacons." 

But  though  by  the  consecration  of  Dr.  Smith,  we  now,  for  the 
first  time,  had  a  Bishop,  yet  it  by  no  means  follows  that  the  Church 
in  our  State  had  been  without  the  Episcopate  all  the  time  previous, 
when,  as  Colonies,  we  were  the  wards  of  England. 

Though  we  never  saw  him,  yet  he  ordained  our  Clergy,  sent  out 
to  us  our  Missionaries,  wrote  us  pastoral  letters,  full  of  affection  and 
spiritual  advice,  appointed  Commissaries  to  watch  over  us  and 
report  to  him  of  us  and  our  welfare.  Commissaries  like  Bray  and 
Johnson,  and,  above  all,  Commissary  Garden.  I  need  not  say  in 
this  connection  what  Bishop  it  was  who  stood  in  all  these  relations 
to  us  while  we  were  a  Colony.  Who  of  us  does  not  know  that  it 
was  none  other  than  the  Bishop  of  London  ?  And  thus  we  had 
the  Episcopate,  though  we  did  not  have  a  resident  Bishop.  And 
the  influence  of  this  Episcopate  was  very  controlling  at  critical 
times  in  the  history  of  the  American  Church.  When  we  set  up  a 
civil  government  for  ourselves  after  the  war  of  the  Revolution, 
England  had  no  voice  in  a  matter  which  concerned  only  ourselves ; 
but  it  was  not  so  in  Church.  Here  the  Episcopate  of  England 
had  a  voice  potential.  We  would  have  left  out  of  the  Apostles' 
Creed  one  of  its  most  precious  Articles — "  He  descended  into 
Hell,"  or  Hades — an  Article  which  witnesses  to  the  truth  of  our 
Lord's  humanity,  and  an  Article  which  is  every  day  growing  into 
greater  importance  in  relation  to  modern  thought  concerning  the 
world  of  the  dead  ;  and  not  only  that,  but  with  the  Apostles' 
Creed  thus  shorn  of  one  of  its  jewels,  which  ought  to  be  very 
dear  to  all  who  have  friends  gone  before,  we,  if  we  had  been  left 
to  ourselves,  would  have  made  the  Creed,  thus  emasculated,  our 
only  Creed,  so  that  we  could  not,  as  now,  stand  up  and  confess  in 
the  language  of  Nicsea,  Him  "who  is  God  ^/"God,  Light  of  Light, 
very  God  of  very  God."  From  which  disaster  we  were  saved  by 
the  Episcopate  of  England.  I  refer  to  the  correspondence 
between  our  General  Convention  and  the  Archbishops  of  York  and 
Canterbury,  in  1786.  We  were  desirous  of  obtaining  the  Episco- 
pate at  the  hands  of  the  Church  of  England.  Our  Convention, 
meeting  in  Philadelphia,  issued  an  address,  signed  by  its  members, 
June  26th,  1786,  "To  the  Most  Reverend  and  Right  Reverend 
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Fathers  in  God,  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  Church  of 
England."    The  address,  which  I  give  in  part,  goes  on  : 

"  Most  worthy  and  venerable  Prelates,  we,  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  States  of  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia  and 
South  Carolina,  have  received  the  friendly  and  affectionate  letter 
which  your  Lordships  did  us  the  honor  to  write  on  the  24th  of 
February,  and  for  which  we  request  you  to  accept  our  sincere  and 
grateful  acknowledgments.  *  ****** 
While  doubts  remain  of  our  continuing  to  hold  the  same  essen- 
tial Articles  of  Faith  and  Discipline  with  the  Church  of  England, 
we  acknowledge  the  propriety  of  suspending  a  compliance  with  our 
request."  [That  was  to  consecrate  Bishops,  and  so  give  the  Ameri- 
can Church  a  valid  Episcopate.]  ******<<  We  are 
anxious  to  complete  our  Episcopal  system  by  means  of  the  Church 
of  England.  We  esteem  and  prefer  it,  and  with  gratitude  acknowl- 
edge the  patronage  and  favor  for  which,  while  connected,  we  have 
constantly  been  indebted  to  that  Church.  These  considerations, 
added  to  that  of  agreement  in  faith  and  worship,  press  us  to  repeat 
our  former  request,  and  to  endeavor  to  remove  your  present  hesita- 
tion by  sending  you  our  proposed  Ecclesiastical  Constitution  and 
Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

From  this,  then,  it  appears  that  the  Bishops  of  the- Church  of 
England  had  in  part  hesitated  to  give  us  the  Episcopate  because 
they  were  not  assured  of  our  being  in  the  faith.  Accordingly,  to 
assure  them  in  this  regard,  our  General  Convention,  in  which  the 
Church  in  this  State  was  represented,  submitted,  as  above  affirmed, 
our  Ecclesiastical  Constitution  and  Book  of  Common  Prayer  to 
the  godly  judgments  of  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  England, 
and  to  none  other. 

In  course  of  time  an  answer  to  this  address  came  back  from  the 
Archbishops,  speaking  also  for  the  whole  bench  of  English  Bishops. 
In  that  answer  our  Ecclesiastical  Constitution  and  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  were  freely,  but  at  the  same  time  kindly  and  frankly, 
criticised.  "  We  saw  with  grief  that  two  of  the  confessions  of  our 
Christian  faith,  respectable  for  their  antiquity,  have  been  entirely 
laid  aside  ;  and  that  even  in  that  called  the  Apostles'  Creed  an 
Article  is  omitted,  which  was  thought  necessary  to  be  inserted, 
with  a  view  to  a  particular  heresy  in  a  very  early  age  of  the  Church, 
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and  has  ever  since  had  the  venerable  sanction  of  universal  recep- 
tion." 

The  Article  of  the  Creed  thus  omitted  was  the  "Descent  into 
Hell." 

On  many  other  points  the  Ecclesiastical  Constitution  and  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  of  the  daughter  Church  in  America  passed 
under  the  review  of  the  English  Bishops,  and  not  without  happy 
results. 

The  General  Convention  of  our  Church  speedily  reassembled  to 
consider  the  matters  remarked  upon  by  the  Bishops.  It  met  in 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  on  the  nth  of  October,  1786.  Deputies 
from  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  were  present  at  this  Convention 
also.  I  can  only  give  a  very  brief  glance  at  the  action  of  this 
Convention.  After  reciting  at  length  the  grounds  for  their  reas- 
sembling, and  what  had  been  done  at  a  former  Convention,  the  act 
proceeds  to  say:  "Whereas  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  this 
Church  have  received  the  most  friendly  and  affectionate  letters,  in 
answer  to  our  address,  from  said  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  earnestly 
exhorting  this  Convention  to  use  their  utmost  exertions  for  the 
removal  of  certain  objections  by  them  made  against  some  parts  of 
the  alterations  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  rites  and  cere- 
monies of  this  Church,  in  pursuance  whereof  this  present  General 
Convention  hath  been  called,  and  is  now  assembled  ;  and  being 
sincerely  desirous  to  give  every  satisfaction  to  their  Lordships  which 
will  be  consistent  with  the  union  and  general  content  of  the  Church 
they  represent,  and  declaring  their  steadfast  resolution  to  maintain 
the  same  essential  Articles  of  Faith  and  Discipline  with  the  Church 
of  England  :  Now,  therefore,  the  said  Deputies  do  hereby  deter- 
mine and  declare  :  First.  That  in  the  Creed  commonly  called  the 
Apostles'  Creed,  these  words,  '  He  descended  into  Hell,'  shall  be 
and  continue  a  part  of  that  Creed.*  Secondly.  That  the  Nicene 
Creed  shall  also  be  inserted  in  the  said  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
immediately  after  the  Apostles'  Creed." 


*  That  this  Article  was  restored  to  its  place  in  the  Creed  was  due  to  the  votes 
of  New  Jersey  and  South  Carolina.  The  votes  of  the  Churches  in  New  York, 
Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  were  divided,  and  so  did  not  count.  In  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  the  Article  was  rejected  by  the  Lay  vote.  In  Delaware  by  the 
division  of  both  Clerical  and  Lay  vote.  But  for  New  Jersey  and  South  Carolina, 
therefore,  the  doctrine  of  the  intermediate  state  would  have  found  no  place  in 
the  Creed  for  the  first  hundred  years  of  the  American  Church.  That  it  was 
retained,  laus  Deo.  The  retention  of  the  Nicene  Creed  was  by  a  unanimous 
vote. 
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I  have  been  thus  long  in  detail  of  what  ought  to  be  familiar  to 
every  one  interested  in  our  Church,  not  at  all  to  instruct  the 
members  of  this  Convention,  but  simply  to  call  attention  to 
the  weight  and  influence  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  foundation, 
formation  and  establishment  of  our  Church  in  this  country.  I 
know  we  have  no  little  to  complain  of,  in  that  while  we  were 
Colonies  no  Bishop  came  to  us,  but  the  fault  was  not  so  much  with 
the  Church  of  England  as  with  the  indifferent  politicians  of  Eng- 
land. Dalcho  says:  "The  plan  of  an  American  Episcopate  had 
been  seriously  considered  and  adopted  by  several  prelates  in 
England,  as  well  as  by  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts.  The  arrangement  was  matured,  when 
the  death  of  Queen  Anne,  in  17 14,  prevented  its  execution.  The 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  in  St.  Christopher's  that  were 
ceded  to  England  by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  amounted  to  ^80,000 
sterling  ($400,000).  This  was  designed  by  the  Queen  as  a  fund 
for  the  support  of  four  American  Bishops ;  but  after  her  death  it 
was  given  to  the  Princess  Anne,  on  her  marriage  with  the  Prince  of 
Orange.*  Archbishops  Tennison,  Trelawney  and  Seeker,  and 
Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings  bequeathed  in  aid  of  a  Colonial  Episco- 
pate in  America  $17,500^  but  it  was  not  to  be.  We  remained 
under  the  pastoral  staff  of  the  Bishop  of  London  till  the  Revolution, 
and  in  matters  of  discipline  that  staff  could  not  reach  across  the 
Atlantic  oftentimes.  But  notwithstanding  we  lacked  resident 
Bishops,  yet  it  is  clearly  seen  from  what  I  have  said  above  that  the 
influence  of  the  English  Bishops  was  a  very  controlling  one  with 
our  General  Convention,  and  its  impress  is  with  us  to  this  day.  In 
our  Communion  office,  again,  we  feel  the  influence  of  the  Episco- 
pate derived  from  Scotland,  so  that  when  we  organized  after  the 
Revolution  it  was  not  without  Bishops  altogether.  I  shall  not 
dwell  longer  on  our  history  since  the  meeting  of  the  first 
Diocesan  Convention  one  hundred  years  ago.  This  ground  has 
recently  been  gone  over.  In  the  address  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle 
Smith  and  in  the  Appendix  to  that  address  delivered  some  years 
ago  on  occasion  of  the  ".Special  services  held  at  St.  Philip's, 
Charleston,  in  commemoration  of  the  planting  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  the  Province  of  Carolina,"  there  will  be  found  all  that

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I  might  -be  led  to  say  at  this  time.  I  pass  at  once,  therefore,  to 
matters  of  present  concern. 

And  here  I  lament  that  I  am  called  upon  to  record  the  loss  by 
death  of  three  of  our  Clergy,  since  we  last  met  in  Convention : 
Rev.  Thaddseus  Saltus,  Rev.  E.  R.  Miles  and  Rev.  E.  C.  Steele. 
Rev.  Mr.  Saltus  was  the  first  to  leave  us.  He  died  in  June  last, 
after  a  lingering  illness,  which  he  endured  with  patience  as  seeing 
Him  who  is  invisible.  He  had  been  only  recently  admitted  to  the 
Ministry,  being  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  February  6th,  1881, 
and  to  the  Priesthood  March  3d,  1882.  But  short  as  his  service 
was,  it  was  quite  a  consecrated  one,  and  will  not  be  found  without 
fruit.  Probably  the  thought  that  we  have  but  a  short  time  to  live 
and  that  we  may  soon  be  called  to  give  an  account  of  our  steward- 
ship helps  to  make  us  in  earnest.  At  all  events  this  ministry  was 
earnest  in  Church  and  in  private,  and  at  the  same  time  unobtrusive 
and  unostentatious.  I  had  hoped  good  things  from  it,  and  things 
which  make  for  peace,  but  God  let  it  be  cut  short,  and  God  does 
all  things  well. 

The  next  who  entered  into  life  was  our  brother  Miles,  ordained 
Deacon  December  29th,  1869,  and  Priest  May  17th,  1871.  Mr. 
Miles  had  various  charges,  the  last  being  St.  Luke's,  Charleston, 
which  he  relinquished  only  when  it  became  imperatively  necessary. 
Suffering  from  ill  health  for  many  years,  and  at  times  under  very 
severe  pain,  he  nevertheless  went  on  with  his  work  until  he 
could  work  no  longer.  Scholarly  in  his  attainments,  and  thought- 
ful, he  prepared  his  sermons  with  great  care,  and  delivered  them 
generally,  I  believe,  without  manuscript.  He  was,  under  these 
circumstances,  a  good  preacher,  and  made  his  thoughts  and  words 
go  home ;  but  it  was  an  exhausting  work  to  a  feeble  frame,  and 
pushed  it  forward  to  an  end.  Those  who  best  knew  what  a  sermon 
cost  him,  best  saw  how  he  gave  his  life  for  the  sheep.  He,  too,  is 
at  rest,  and  waits  in  hope  for  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  the 
life  of  the  world  to  come. 

Following  by  an  interval  of  only  two  months,  Mr.  Steele  was 
next  called  away.  His  last  charge  wa^s  at  Orangeburg,  where  he 
served  as  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer. 

The  little  flock  at  Orangeburg  were  getting  strongly  attached  to 
him,  and  things  promised  well  for  the  future  growth  of  the  Church. 
In  all  his  ministry  he  exhibited  earnestness  and  self-denial.  I  was 
glad  of  an  opportunity,  shortly  before  his  death,  to  administer  to 
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him  the  Holy  Communion.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  July  22, 
1877,  and  to  the  Priesthood  on  4th  of  August,  1878.  A  brief  min- 
istry, but  finished  in  the  work  which  had  been  given  it  to  do. 

I  pass  on  to  report  other  changes  on  our  Clergy  list.  I  have 
given  letters  dimissory  to  other  Dioceses,  as  follows :  Rev.  John 
Gass,  Deacon,  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee;  Rev.  Robert  Clute, 
D.  D.,  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey;  Rev.  F.  G.  Scott  to  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia;  Rev.  James  H.  LaRoche  to  the  Diocese  of 
Connecticut ;  Rev.  Frank  Hallam  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana ;  Rev. 
Wm.  J.  Alger  to  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts;  Rev.  Wm.  H. 
Barnwell  to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky. 

I  have  received  into  the  Diocese,  by  letters  dimissory,  the  fol- 
lowing Clergymen:  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D.,  from  the  Diocese 
of  Easton  ;  Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  ; 
Rev.  Thomas  G.  Harper,  Deacon,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania ;  Rev.  J.  M.  Stoney  from  the  Diocese  of  Georgia;  Rev.  Custis 
P.  Jones  from  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  ;  Rev.  John  Kershaw  from 
the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

The  following  are  the  congregations  at  which  the  clergymen  thus 
received  are  serving  :  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson,  at  St.  Luke's,  Charleston  ; 
Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop  is  Assistant  Minister  at  St.  Mark's,  Charleston ; 
Rev.  Thomas  G.  Harper  is  Assistant  Minister  at  St.  Luke's,  Colum- 
bia ;  Rev.  J.  M.  Stoney  is  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Camden  ; 
Rev.  Custis  P.  Jones  is  Rector  of  All  Saints,  Waccamaw ;  Rev. 
John  Kershaw  has  charge  of  the  Churches  of  Sumter,  Stateburg 
and  Clarendon. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  mention  that  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg,  inform  me  that  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Broadwell,  at  present  of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  will 
take  charge  there  on  the  1st  of  June  ensuing.  Here  also  I  beg  to 
make  acknowledgment  of  the  very  acceptable  services  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Foote,  Rector  Emeritus  of  the  Church  of  St.  Paul,  Rochester,  N. 
Y.,  who  has  given  his  services  to  the  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
in  this  city  for  the  past  six  months,  and  thereby  very  much  strength- 
ened that  good  work.    May  God  reward  him  in  the  last  day. 

I  have  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose.  To 
the  Priesthood,  Rev.  Robert  W.  Barnwell. 

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  Priest's  Orders,  Mr.  E.  A.  Cornish, 
Mr.  Alexander  R.  Mitchell,  Mr.  John  F.  Finlay,  Mr.  Theodore  D. 
Bratton,  Mr.  James  G.  Glass,  Mr.  B.  L.  Wiggins. 
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Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders  only,  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Quarles. 

Diocesan  Missions.  I  shall  say  very  little  upon  this  point,  except 
to  remark  that  I  have  repeatedly  during  the  past  year  called  the 
attention  of  the  Diocese  to  the  necessity  of  sustaining  the  Board 
of  Missions  in  its  appropriations.  This  will  be  the  case  particu- 
larly in  the  coming  year,  inasmuch  as  your  Board  will  find  itself 
wholly  dependent  upon  the  offerings  of  the  congregations  to  meet 
the  appropriations  which  it  will  make  for  the  year  April,  1885,  to 
April,  1886.  The  Advancement  Society  will  not,  I  believe,  be 
able  to  render  any  assistance  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  beg  to  repeat 
again,  what  I  have  before  expressed  :  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 
should  be  considered  as  the  centre  of  Diocesan  organization.  If 
it  is  not  sustained,  then  we  shall  not  look  beyond  the  limits  of  our 
Parish  or  Convocation.  One  of  our  Convocations,  I  believe,  will 
suggest  to  you  the  expediency  of  appointing  a  special  agent  to  look 
after  this  matter.  Hitherto  the  offerings  at  the  Bishop's  visitations 
have  been  applied  by  him  to  theological  education  and  other 
Diocesan  calls.  But  for  the  ensuing  year,  at  least,  so  severely  will 
the  Board  be  taxed  to  meet  its  appropriations,  I  shall  turnover  the 
offerings  at  the  Bishop's  visitation  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 
This  will  deprive  me  of  the  greater  part  of  the  usual  contingent 
fund,  quite  important  in  the  administration  of  the  Diocese,  but 
then  not  so  important  as  sustaining  our  Board  of  Missions. 

While  I  am  on  this  subject,  let  me  report  what  I  have  received 
during  the  past  year  in  the  way  of  offerings  at  my  visitations  and 
otherwise.  As  usual  my  book  of  accounts  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Finance  Committee,  who  have  done  me  the  kindness 
to  overlook  it.    My  account  comes  down  to  May  6th.

Donations  from  within  the  Diocese  were  in  response  to  letters 
from  myself,  with  two  exceptions. 

At  your  last  Convention,  along  with  others,  you  adopted  the 
following  Resolution  in  relation  to  Mission  work  among  our  colored 

people  : 
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11  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this-  Convention  it  is  expedi- 
ent that  the  Bishop  shall  annually  appoint  two  or  more  Presbyters, 
and  two  or  more  Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  members 
of  this  Diocese,  as  an  Executive  Committee,  to  act  as  an  Advisory 
Council  to  the  Bishop  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  interests  of 
the  Mission  work  among  the  colored  people,  to  aid  him  in  the 
establishment  of  Missions  and  schools,  to  seek  out  suitable  candi- 
dates for  the  Ministry,  to  provide  for  their  maintenance  during 
candidateship,  and  by  the  performance  of  such  other  duties  as  the 
Bishop  shall  assign." 

Accordingly,  after  the  adjournment  of  Convention  I  appointed 
the  following  gentlemen,  who  cheerfully  consented  to  serve  on  the 
Advisory  Committee,  as  suggested  in  your  Resolution: 

On  the  part  of  the  Clergy,  Rev.  Messrs.  Capers,  Babbitt,  Porter 
and  Allston. 

On  the  part  of  the  Laity,  Messrs.  John  R.  London,  H.  P.  Archer 
and  John  Hanckel. 

I  called  this  Committee  together  at  Columbia  on  December  ioth> 
1884.  We  met  at  the  house  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity.  'We  dis- 
cussed the  matter  of  Mission  work  among  the  colored  people  quite 
fully,  which  I  need  not  now  detail;  appointed  a  sub-Committee  to 
advise  with  Mr.  Babbitt  in  reference  to  his  work  in  Columbia  and 
neighborhood ;  and  also  agreed  to  establish  a  Mission  and  build  a 
Chapel  in  Georgetown  in  the  heart  of  the  rice  region.  We  could 
not  expect  to  raise  the  amount  necessary  from  our  own  Diocese, 
so  I  laid  the  case,  in  a  letter,  before  the  readers  of  the  Churchman 
of  December  27th,  1884.  But,  better  than  this,  my  good  Brother, 
the  Rector  of  the  Churches  at  Yorkville  and  Rock  Hill,  offered 
chivalrously  to  represent  our  work  for  a  short  season  in  Northern 
Dioceses  in  midwinter.  I  gave  him  letters  to  several  of  my  breth- 
ren in  the  Episcopate,  who  kindly  furthered  him;  and  for  the 
short  time  Mr.  Joyner  was  able  to  remain  away,  and  considering 
the  multitude  of  calls  made  upon  the  Churches,  his  efforts  have 
very  materially  helped  the  proposed  Mission  among  colored  people 
in  Georgetown.  From  a  few  of  the  Churches  in  our  own  Diocese 
I  have  also  received  something,  as  also  one-third  of  the  offerings  at 
the  united  services  in  Lent  in  Charleston.  The  moneys  received 
have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Hanckel,  Treasurer  of 
the  Advisory  Committee,  and  when  we  have  sufficient  to  enable  us 
to  move  forward  assuredly  I  will  call  the  Committee  together.  I 
beg,  before  leaving  this  subject,  to  reappoint  the  same  Committee 
as  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  coming  year. 
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You  will  remember  that  at  the  General  Convention  of  1883  an 
important  Committee  reported  on  the  use  and  enrichment  of  the 
Prayer  Book.  This  -Report  was  in  the  main  adopted  by  the  Con- 
vention. So  enriched,  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  has  been 
printed  and  published,  and  may  be  had  for  the  small  sum  of  one 
dollar.  The  final  action  of  Convention  on  the  Prayer  Book  thus 
altered  will  not  be  had  until  October,  1886.  In  the  meantime  I 
would  advise  members  of  the  Diocese,  both  Clerical  and  Lay,  to 
purchase  the  Prayer  Book  thus  thought  to  be  enriched,  and  to  make 
a  study  of  it,  that  they  may  form  an  intelligent  judgment  of  the 
merits  of  the  alterations.  We  cannot  use  it  in  our  Churches  in 
public  services  as  yet,  because  it  still  awaits  the  final  approval  or 
disapproval  of  the  General  Convention,  but  it  would  be  well  for 
us  to  have  an  intelligent  opinion  formed  by  personal  examination. 
Persons  who  wish  to  make  such  examination  will  make  inquiry  for 
the  "Book  Annexed."  Mr.  Hammond,  of  Charleston,  book- 
seller, will  supply  any  orders  by  mail  or  otherwise. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  visited,  with  only  a  few  exceptions, 
all  the  congregations  and  Missions  within  the  Diocese,  giving  to 
some  two  visitations.  Not  unfrequently  I  am  alone,  and  so  offici- 
ate at  baptisms  and  communions  for  the  sick  and  the  aged.

I  have  given  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  following  to  the 
Episcopate :

On  the  31st  of  May  in  last  year  died  our  Presiding  Bishop,  lack- 
ing a  few  days  only  of  completing  his  90th  year,  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin 
Bosworth  Smith,  D.  D.  He  was  consecrated  to  the  Episcopate 
October  31,  1832,  and  thus  exercised  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  God  for  well  nigh  fifty-two  years.    He  was  ordained  to

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the  Diaconate  in  1817,  and  hence  in  his  entire  ministry  of  Deacon, 
Priest  and  Bishop  served  God  in  His  Church  for  a  period  of  sixty- 
seven  years.  When  we  think  of  so  long  a  life  spent  in  work  quite 
to  the  last,  we  can  but  say  :  "  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the 
Lord,  from  henceforth,  even  so  saith  the  Spirit,  for  they  rest  from 
their  labors." 

And  now,  brethren,  before  I  bring  these  remarks  to  a  close,  I  beg 
to  call  your  attention  particularly  to  a  matter  in  which  our  whole 
Church  is  concerned.  Hitherto  I  have  spoken  almost  altogether 
of  the  Diocese,  and  I  now  ask  you  for  a  few  moments  to  look  be- 
yond the  Diocese,  for  we  must  remember  that  we  are  members  of  a 
larger  community  than  our  Parishes  or  Diocese.  We  belong  to  a 
Church  which  has  come  into  every  State  and  Territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  has  gone  abroad  beyond  the  seas.  The  Church 
at  large  can  do  its  work  in  the  missionary  jurisdictions  of  the  West, 
among  the  Indians;  in  weak  Dioceses,  our  own  among  them,  and 
abroad  in  Africa,  China  and  Japan,  only  as  we  the  Dioceses  and 
Parishes — the  feeble  as  well  as  the  strong — sustain  it  by  our  contri- 
butions. We  are  willing,  I  am  sure,  to  do  what  we  can.  We  do 
not  wish  to  reverse  our  blessed  Lord's  rule  and  so  look  on  our  own 
things  only,  and  not  on  the  things  of  others.  Our  embarrassment, 
not  our  unwillingness  or  want  of  sympathy,  comes  in  just  here — 
there  are  so  many  Church  objects  trying  to  catch  our  eye  that  we 
get  confused,  and  so  are  tempted  to  deny  all.  We  say  of  our  small 
means  and  the  numerous  calls  what  an  Apostle  once  said  of  the 
two  barley  loaves  and  small  fishes  in  relation  to  the  crowd  around 
them:  4 'Lord,  what  are  they  among  so  many?" 

I  should  not,  then,  at  this  time  and  place,  name  any  new  plan  of 
reinforcing  the  general  work  of  the  Church  with  our  contributions, 
were  it  not  that  I  was  convinced  of  its  entire  feasibility,  provided 
it  be  worked  according  to  the  methods  suggested. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  a  plan  suggested  by  Laymen  in  our  Church 
of  known  position  in  the  business  world,  and  operated  by  them, 
asking  simply  the  co-operation  of  the  Clergy.  In  the  second  place, 
this  plan  is  to  be  "  entirely  free  of  all  expense  to  the  Church." 

The  Laymen  who  compose  the  Central  Committee  of  Organiza- 
tion are  in  Philadelphia,  and  their  names  are  a  sufficient  pledge 
for  the  common  sense  of  the  plan.  Let  me  now,  after  this  preface, 
name  it  and  its  purpose.  The  name  is  Missionary  Enrollment  for 
1886.    Its  purpose  is  to  raise  by  Dioceses  one  million  of  dollars  in 
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aid  of  the  work  of  the  Church  at  large,  and  that  each  Diocese,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  General  Convention  in  October,  1886,  and  at 
Holy  Communion,  I  presume,  or  some  other  fit  occasion,  should 
lay  its  contribution,  large  or  small,  to  the  one  million  dollars,  on 
the  Lord's  table.  The  appropriation  of  such  a  sum,  as  suggested 
by  the  Committee  of  Laymen  above  referred  to,  to  be  divided  as 
follows : 

Missionary  jurisdictions,  at  home  and  abroad,  ($35,000 

each)   $525,000 

Missions  in  Africa,  Greece,  Hayti,  and  elsewhere.  .   .  50,000 

Work  among  the  Indians   50,000 

Relief  of  widows  and  orphans  of  Clergy   50,000 

Work  among  the  colored  people   325,000 

Do  not  our  hearts  burn  within  us,  my  dear  brethren,  at  the 
thought  of  such  a  work  as  this?  God  grant  it  success.  But  the 
proposal  will  not  work  in  virtue  of  its  own  merits.  We  must  have 
a  method  and  then  unite  on  the  method.  Here  is  the  difficulty 
with  all  plans — to  get  people  to  unite.  The  proposed  plan  is  to 
obtain  between  the  present  time  and  the  1st  of  September,  1886, 
subscriptions  of  five  dollars  each  from  two  hundred  thousand  per- 
sons in  all  the  United  States.  Can  these  two  hundred  thousand 
persons  interested  in  our  Church  be  found?  They  can,  if  they 
are  looked  up;  but  who  looks  them  up  must  not  be  afraid  of  briars 
and  thorns.  Of  communicants  alone  we  have,  I  believe,  going  on 
to  500,000,  to  say  nothing  of  those  who  have  not  advanced  to 
communion  since  baptism.  How  are  200,000  subscribers  to  be 
looked  up  ?  By  Parish-workers  turning  over  what  they  receive  to 
the  Parish  Treasurer  or  Rector,  who,  in  turn,  will  hand  it  to  a 
Diocesan  Treasurer,  who  will  give  it  to  our  Deputies  going  up  to 
the  General  Convention  in  October,  1886,  who  will  lay  it  as  an 
offering  upon  the  Lord's  table,  from  whence  it  will  come  back 
through  the  Board  of  Missions  to  the  Church  at  large,  "even  as 
the  drops  that  water  the  earth." 

I  have  requested  the  Committee  to  send  us  Books  of  Enrollment 
giving  further  and  fuller  information,  and  will  beg  the  Clergy  to 
procure  them  of  the  Treasurer  and  extend  the  information  through- 
out the  Parishes.  Few,  comparatively,  will  see  my  words  in  this 
Address,  and  I  must  rely  upon  the  co-operation  of  Rectors,  Clergy- 
men and  Lay  Readers  to  render  the  above  suggestions,  and  the 
noble  purpose  of  the  Central  Committee,  effective  in  our  Diocese. 
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In  connection  with  the  above,  I  beg  herewith  to  appoint  as  Dio- 
cesan Treasurer  of  the  Enrollment  Fund  the  Treasurer  of  this  Con- 
vention, Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell,  Charleston,  S.  C. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  let  us  for  a  few  moments  on  this  Ascen- 
sion Day  forget  the  Church  Militant  and  its  needs  in  the  Church 
Triumphant,  and  ascend  in  heart  and  mind  whither  our  Saviour 
Christ  has  gone  before,  even  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father ; 
awaiting  until  all  enemies  shall  be  subdued  under  Him.  With  St. 
Stephen  we  lpok  to-day  and  see  beyond  the  parted  clouds  the 
enthroned  Son  of  God  and  Son  of  Man  ;  and  in  this  faith  is  the 
victory  that  overcometh  the  world.  We  look  through  the  dis- 
orders and  tumults  of  the  world  and  rest  in  Him  who  is  our  peace. 
We  look  through  our  fears  for  the  ark  of  God  rocking  upon  the 
stormy  seas  of  misbelief  and  unbelief,  and,  in  spite  of  all,  have 
hope,  like  an  anchor,  sure  and  steadfast,  that  entereth  into  that 
within  the  veil.  We  lament,  it  maybe,  the  changes  which  have 
come  over  religious  thought  and  opinion  and  modes  of  worship, 
and  the  decay  and  desuetude  of  ancient  traditions,  but  under  the 
light  of  the  Ascension  we  learn  to  see  the  guiding  hand  of  One 
whose  is  the  kingdom  and  the  power  and  the  glory.  Before  the 
new  heavens  and  the  new  earth,  the  old  heavens  and  the  old  earth 
must  pass  away.  Before  the  tide  turns,  pause  and  silence  brood 
over  the  waters  of  the  great  deep.  What  seem  to  us  indifference 
and  disintegration  in  religious  thought,  are  probably  the  prelimi- 
nary to  a  higher  re-formation.  Christ  is  under  all  and  over  all,  and 
governing  all.  Let  us  not  fear,  though  the  earth  be  moved,  and 
though  we  be  carried  through  the  depths  of  the  sea. 

Christ  abides  always  one  and  the  same,  but  man's  apprehensions 
of  Christ  and  of  His  work  vary  with  the  ages.  These  all  wax  old 
as  doth  a  garment — Calvinism  and  Armenianism,  and  the  Papacy 
and  Episcopacy  and  Presbytery  ;  and  as  a  vesture  which  has  worn 
itself  out,  God  shall  fold  them  up  like  the  grave  clothes  in  the 
tomb  of  Jesus  ;  but  Christ  is  the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and  for- 
ever.   Whose  years  fail  not.    In  the  words  of  Tennyson  : 

"  Our  little  systems  have  their  day ; 
They  have  their  day  and  cease  to  be  ; 
They  are  but  broken  lights  of  Thee, 
And  Thou,  O  Lord,  art  more  than  they."

brated Holy  Communion. 

May  19. — Met  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  and,  after  a  long  examina- 

tion and  interchange  of  views  between  members,  agreed  that 
the  amount  of  appropriations  to  Diocesan  Missions  (including 
the  amount  from  the  Advancement  Society  of  five  hundred 
dollars;  should  be  forty-three  hundred  dollars.  In  making 
this  estimate  the  Board  of  Missions  relied  upon  the  system  of 
collectors  in  addition  to  the  fifth  Sunday  offerings.  May  its 
anticipations  be  realized,  at  least  in  good  part.

May  25.— At  night  of  the  same  day,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  after  Evening 

Prayer  by  Rev.  H.  C.  Bishop,  Assistant  Minister,  I  confirmed 
a  class  of  twenty-nine  persons,  and  made  an  address. 

May  2C.^Met  and  presided  over  a  meeting  of  the  Lay  Association  for 

Church  "Work.  The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  discuss 
matters  of  Church  interest,  and  to  provide  for  Lay-reading  in 
the  various  public  institutions  of  the  city  :  as  the  jail,  hospit- 
als, alms-house,  and  other  points.  Besides  this,  it  brings 
Clergy  and  Laity  together,  once  in  each  month,  for  intercourse 
and  interchange  of  opinion.

Communion.    At  night  in  the  same  place  preached. 

June  8.— Trinity  Sunday.     In  the  Church  at  Bluffton  in  the  morning 

preached  and  confirmed  two  persons  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.    In  the  afternoon  at  Evening  Prayer  preached.

Bellinger  preached ;  and  at  night  I  preached  to  the  colored 
people. 

June  25. — In  same  Church  at  Morning  Prayer  I  preached,  and  confirmed 

four  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  In  the  after- 
noon met  the  children  of  the  congregation,  and  at  night  of 
same  day  I  preached.  Though  the  weather  was  rainy  and  my 
visitation  in  the  week,  the  congregations  in  St.  Jude's  were 
large  and  attentive.  Both  in  Mr.  Bellinger's  charges  and 
those  of  Mr.  Sams  there  is  not  so  much  promise  for  the  future, 
as  labor  for  the  present  is  in  a  somewhat  discouraging  field  ;

August  31. — Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Said  Morning  Prayer,  preached, 
and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  Hamp- 
stead,  and  after  service  met  Chapel  Committee.  At  night  of 
same  day  said  Evening  Prayer,  and  preached  in  Calvary 
Church,  its  Minister,  Rev.  Mr.  Welsh,  being  sick. 

September  6. — Left  Charleston  for  visitations  to  Churches  above  Columbia. 

September  7.— Sunday.  St.  Luke's,  Newberry.  In  the  morning,  preached,  and 
confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  At 
night  preached.  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel,  who  is  the  Minister  in 
charge,  assisted  at  these  services.  On  the  Sundays  when  Mr. 
Hanckel  is  absent  from  Newberry  the  service  of  the  Church  is 
maintained  by  one  faithful  Lay  Reader. 

September  9.— Mission  at  Willington.  At  Morning  Prayer,  by  Mr.  Hanckel, 
Minister  in  charge,  I  preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion. A  Chapel  will  probably  soon  be  built  here,  for 
which  material  and  money  are  already  in  part  provided. 

September  12.— Trinity  Church,  Abbeville.  At  Morning  Prayer  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 
The  Church  and  Rectory  have  recently  been  put  in  repair  at 
this  place  at  considerable  cost,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckel  has 
accepted  a  call  of  the  Vestry  to  become  the  Rector.

At  Morning 
Prayer,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Clarkson,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two 
persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon, 
in  a  school  house  at  Fort  Motte,  I  preached,  and  Mr.  Clarkson 
used  a  Mission  service. 

December    8. — At  Fort  Motte  baptized  three  children.

The  Parishioners 
who  are  left,  and  who  meet  for  public  worship,  must  have 
comfort  and  encouragement  from  the  remembrance  that  our 
Lord  has  promised  His  presence  where  two  or  three  are  met 
in  His  name.

At  this  ser- 
vice I  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Ball,  Lay  Reader. 
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April  12. — First  Sunday  after  Easter.    St.  Thomas  and  St.  Denis.    At  the 

Parish  Church,  preached  and  administered  Holy  Communion 
to  a  small  congregation.  This  old  Parish  is  well  nigh  deserted 
of  its  ancient  inhabitants  ;  but  I  was  glad  to  observe  the  care 
of  the  Vestry  in  the  preservation  and  repair  of  the  Parish 
Church.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  I  observed  with  great  regret  the 
violation  of  several  of  the  resting  places  of  the  dead— the  stone 
coverings  being  removed  and  thrown  one  side— the  motive 
probably  being  idle  curiosity. 

April  14. — Confirmed  two  persons  in  private,  one  belonging  to  St.  Michael's, 
the  other  to  Grace  Church,  the  former  being  very  ill.  Ac- 
cepted letter  dimissory  transferring  Rev.  John  Kershaw  to 
this  Diocese  from  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

April  17. — Rockville,  Wadmalaw  Island.  Rev.  Mr.  Jenkins  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  and 
administered  Holy  Communion. 

April         19. — Second  Sunday  after  Easter.    Trinity  Church,  Edisto  Island. 

Said  Morning  Prayer,  preached,  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion. This  Parish  on  Sundays  not  visited  by  the  Mission- 
ary is  served  by  a  Lay  Reader,  to  whom,  in  my  judgment, 
the  congregation  is  very  much  indebted. 

April         26.— Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter.    St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston;. 

After  Litany,  preached,  and  confirmed  sixteen  persons,  and 
addressed  them,  and  with  the  Rector  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  night,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  after  Evening 
Prayer,  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  preached,  and  I  confirmed  thirty 
persons,  and  briefly  addressed  them.  Rev.  Dr.  Porter  is  still 
Rector  of  this  congregation,  who  beg  him  to  remain,  but  the 
work  of  the  Parish  rests  almost  altogether  on  the  Assistant 
Minister,  who  has  been  active  and  efficient. 

May  3.— Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter.  Grace  Church,  Charleston.    In  the 

morning  confirmed  nine  persons  and  celebrated  Holy  Commu- 
nion. In  the  afternoon  at  Christ  Church  confirmed  seven 
persons  and  briefly  addressed  them.  At  night  in  St.  John's 
Chapel,  Hampstead,  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  preached,  and  I  con- 
firmed ten  persons  and  made  a  brief  address.  A  large  congre- 
gation was  present,  and  the  old  interest  in  St.  John's  seemed 
to  be  reviving.  This  is  to  be  attributed  in  chief  part  to  the 
Lay  Reader  and  to  his  visiting  from  house  to  house.  Both 
here  and  at  Christ  Church  the  class  for  confirmation  was  pre- 
pared by  the  Lay  Readers.  Rev.  Mr.  Welch  administers 
Holy  Communion  on  one  Sunday  in  every  month  at  Christ 
Church  ;  and  at  St.  John's  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  does  the  same, 
besides  preaching  and  doing  other  strictly  ministerial  duties. 

May  7. — Met  Trustees  of  Diocese  for  purpose  of  preparing  Annual  Report 

to  Diocesan  Convention. 

May.  10.— Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter.    St.  Michael's  Church.    At  Morning 

Prayer,  by  the  Rector,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  eight  persons, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  with  the  Rector.  In 
the  afternoon  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  the  Rector  saying  Evening 
Prayer  and  preaching,  I  confirmed  sixteen  persons.  The 
congregation  was  very  large,  and  it  was  very  gratifying  to  see 
in  many  ways  the  revival  of  interest  and  confidence  in  the  wel- 
fare of  St.  Luke's  under  its  present  Rector.  At  night  at  St. 
Paul's  the  Rector  said  Evening  Prayer  and  preached,  and  1  con- 
firmed a  class  of  nineteen  persons.  The  spacious  Church  was 
filled  on  this  occasion  with  a  large  and  attentive  congregation. 
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ANNUAL  COMMUNICATION  OF  THE  STANDING 
COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  present 
their  Annual  Report. 

They  have  given  their  Canonical  assent  to  the  consecration  of 
four  Bishops,  namely  : 

The  Rev.  William  Jones-  Boone,  as  Bishop  of  Shanghai,  China. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  D.  Ferguson,  as  Bishop  of  Cape  Palmas,  Africa. 

The  Rev.  Nelson  S.  Rulison,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Central 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  William  Paret,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Maryland. 

The  Committee  declined  to  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev. 
George  Worthington  as  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  not  from  any  personal 
objection,  but  because  the  testimonial  submitted  was  not  in  the 
precise  language  of  the  Canon,  certain  words  being  omitted  there- 
from. 

The  Committee  signed  the  Canonical  testimonials  of  Rev. 
Robert  W.  Barnwell,  for  admission  to  Priest's  Orders ;  and  of  Mr. 
McNeely  DuBose,  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

The  Committee  recommended  Mr.  James  B.  Glass,  Mr.  Theo- 
dore D.  Bratton,  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Quarles,  as  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 


To  the  Ninety-fifth  Convention,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  convened  at  Columbia  on 
Wednesday,  the  ijth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1885  •' 

The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South 
Carolina  report  as  follows  : 

By  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
incorporating  the  Bishop  and  the  Members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  under  the  name  of  the  "  Trustees  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina"  approved  February  20, 
1880,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  to  "  report  annually 
to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  the  said  Church." 

On  the  13th  April,  1880,  the  Corporation  organized  and  accepted 
its  charter. 

The  Corporation  has  obtained  certain  title  deeds  purporting  to 
be  conveyances  of  real  property  in  the  Counties  of  Barnwell, 
Berkeley,  Chester,  Chesterfield,  Colleton,  Edgefield,  Georgetown, 
Lancaster,  Marion,  Oconee,  Orangeburg,  Richland  and  Williams- 
burg. As  to  some  of  this  property,  there  is  uncertainty  in  respect 
of  title,  and  as  to  some  in  respect  of  location,  &c. 

Money  which  might  have  been  lost  in  the  absence  of  a  legal  # 
recipient  has  been  received  by  the  Corporation,  to  wit : 

On  bond  to  the  Vestry  and  Wardens  of  Sheldon  Church, 

in  Prince  William's  Parish,  dormant.  .  $1,760  31 

On  bond  to  the  dormant  Parish  of  St.  Bartholomew  .  .  254  10 
From  rents  of  lands  of  Immanuel    Church,  Chester, 

extinct   40  00 


$2,054  41 
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It  has  been  decided  to  invest  the  amount  received  on  the  bond 
to  the  Vestry  and  Wardens  of  Sheldon  Church,  and  to  pay  the  in- 
terest arising  from  such  investment  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Vestry 
of  All  Saints,  Yemassee,  on  the  order  of  the  Bishop,  until  further 
ordered  by  the  Corporation  ;  $1,552.50  of  said  amount  has  actually 
been  invested  in  State  Consols,  and  the  balance  has  been  deposited 
in  a  savings  bank  and  draws  interest. 

The  Corporation  has  also  become  possessed  of  the  communion 
service  of  the  Church  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Parish,  (which  has 
been  lent  to  the  Church  of  St.  Thaddseus,  Aiken,)  of  St.  Helena 
Church,  (a  part  of  which  has  been  lent  to  Grace  Church,  Ander- 
son, and  a  part  to  St.  John's  Chapel,  Charleston,)  and  of  the 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  Combahee. 

Certain  funds  belonging  to  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  have 
also  been  received  and  expended  by  the  Corporation  for  alterations, 
repairs  and  other  expenses  of  the  said  Church. 

The  following  Resolution,  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Corpora- 
tion on  the  23d  February,  1885,  *s  herewith  transmitted  : 

'■'•Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Convention  be  requested  to  memorialize  the 
Legislature  for  some  regulations  in  respect  to  rechartering  such  corporations 
connected  with  the  Episcopal  Church  as  have  ceased  to  have  active  operation 
for  more  than  one  year  before  their  renewal." 

The  Corporation  respectfully  bring  to  the  view  of  the  Conven- 
tion, that,  in  order  to  locate  the  lands  to  which  it  may  have  pre- 
sumptive titles,  to  examine  Mesne  Conveyance  offices,  to  procure 
the  services  of  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  should  be 
to  see  to  these  various  matters  and  to  take  charge  of  any  moneys 
which  may  come  into  its  possession,  &c,  it  is  necessary  to  have 
some  contingent  fund,  inasmuch  as  all  the  property  is  held  in  trust 
and  no  one  portion  can  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  others. 

The  Corporation  therefore  advises  that  the  Convention  should 
authorize  a  certain  portion  of  the  money  annually  raised  to  be 
applied  to  the  above  purposes,  limiting  the  amount  as  may  seem  to 
them  best.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  report  that  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  covers  a  large  portion  of  the 
Diocese,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  much  beyond  the  ordi- 
nary routine  work  of  the  Parishes  not  included  in  the  Mission  field. 

No  Report  has  been  received  from  Rev.  W.  O.  Prentiss,  from 
Parish  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Denis,  and  St.  John's,  Florence. 

In  fourteen  Parishes  and  Missions  no  baptisms ;  in  forty-four 
Parishes  and  Missions  there  were  216  ; — an  average  to  the  fifty- 
eight  of  less  than  four.  In  thirty-seven  Parishes  and  Missions 
there  were  no  confirmations  reported  ;  in  thirteen  Parishes  and 
Missions  n  1  communicants; — not  an  average  of  nine. 

The  offerings  this  year  are  $4,667.91  less  than  last  year. 
Eighteen  Parishes  and  Missions  report  not  one  dollar  of  offerings  of 
any  kind  ;  twenty  gave  for  all  Church  work,  salaries,  Parochial 
expenses,  Missions,  &c,  $1,757.15; — an  average  of  $87.85  to 
these  twenty.  Add  the  eighteen  non-contributing,  and  the  average 
is  $46.24. 

There  are  seven  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 
These  are  the  principal  items,  and  will  give  the  Diocese  some 
idea  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  a  large  portion  thereof,  if 
baptisms,  confirmations,  communicants  and  offerings  are  any  indi- 
cation of  the  same.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
THE  SOUTH. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  respectfully  report 
that  the  Institution  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  We  think  it  has 
seen  its  darkest  days  of  depression.  It  has  more  than  held  its  own, 
notwithstanding  the  revival  of  many  of  the  State  and  denomina- 
tional colleges  in  the  South;  and  with  the  patronage  which  church- 
men can  give  by  sending  their  sons  to  it,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
of  its  ultimate  success.  In  the  scholastic  department  this  Con- 
vention can  have  no  immediate  interest,  save  as  it  is  a  Church 
institution.  As  churchmen  we  must  rejoice  in  its  progress  and  pros- 
perity. But  with  the  theological  department  we  have  immediate 
concern.  Here  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  sends  his  candidates  for 
the  ministry;  and  if  we  desire  that  the  Seminary  should  be  fully 
equal  to  the  task  of  preparing  men  for  this  holy  office,  we  must  do 
our  duty  in  giving  it  support.  The  Trustees  are  glad  to  report  that 
the  Diocese  has  paid  this  year  the  $500  laid  upon  it  as  its  quota. 
If  all  the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  would  give  it  one  offering  and 
the  Clergy  would  bring  before  their  people  the  need  for  and  the 
wants  of  the  institution,  there  never  would  be  any  difficulty  in 
raising  the  amount.

REPORT  OF  J.  V.  WELCH,  CITY  MISSIONARY, 

FROM  MAY  1,  1884,  TO  MAY  1,  1885. 

My  Dear  Bishop  :  For  the  past  year  I  have  held  public  worship  at  the  Alms 
House  on  every  Friday.  On  the  first  Friday  in  each  month  I  administer  the 
Holy  Communion  to  eight  or  ten  of  the  inmates.  Of  this  number  two  are  Epis- 
copalians. 

I  visit  the  hospitals  two  or  three  times  in  the  week.  Episcopalians  I  seldom 
ever  see  in  these  institutions,  either  white  or  colored. 

At  the  Old  Folks'  Home  I  hold  public  service  on  every  Thursday  and  alternate 
Sunday.  I  administer  the  Holy  Communion  on  the  first  Thursday  in  the  month 
to  twenty  or  twenty-five  in  this  institution.  Of  this  number  three  are  Episco- 
palians ;  one  I  baptized,  two  I  admitted. 

My  appointments  at  the  jail  are  on  Thursdays.  At  this  station  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  the  attendants  at  service  are  much  reduced.  To  the  prisoners  I 
distribute  tracts  and  papers  on  almost  every  occasion.

REMARKS. 


My  resignation  of  the  Rectorship  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sum- 
ter, S.  C,  took  effect  March  1st,  1885.  After  a  Rectorship  of  three  years  and 
two  months,  I  think  I  can  say,  I  believe,  under  God,  my  labors  were  not  in  vain.

REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year,  through  the  mercy  of  God,  your  Missionary  has  been 
enabled  to  carry  on  his  work  uninterruptedly,  having  kept  every  appointment, 
with  one  exception,  where  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  prevented.  The 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  visited  all  the  various  points  of  the  Mission  in  June,  and 
was  pleased  to  express  his  satisfaction  at  the  working  of  the  Mission.  He 
administered  the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  fourteen  candidates.  Rev.  John  John- 
son accompanied  him  to  Grahamville,  and  preached  several  times  for  us,  most 
acceptably. 

In  November  the  Charleston  Convocation  met  in  Grahamville,  affording  to 
our  people  increased  religious  privileges,  which  were  heartily  enjoyed  and 
appreciated.  The  ladies  of  this  congregation  have  undertaken  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds  to  repair  and  paint  the  Church  building,  which  sadly  needs  it, 
and  towards  this  end  are  working  assiduously,  having  in  bank  for  this  purpose 
about  sixty  dollars. 

In  Bluffton  the  Vestry  authorized  the  enclosing  of  the  Church  lot,  the  money 
for  the  purpose  having  been  previously  raised  by  the  congregation  ;  the  fence 
has  been  only  partially  finished.  The  ladies  here  also  have  a  small  sum  in  bank 
(fifty  dollars)  towards  repairing  this  Church  building. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Hardeeville,  (formerly  known  as  "Hardeeville  Mission") 
has  had  a  fine  bell  presented  to  it  by  Mr.  G.  M.  Blake,  of  Savannah  River,  and  a 
porch,  with  a  belfry  above,  has  been  added  to  the  Church  building,  through 
the  indomitable  energy  and  perseverance  of  our  small  but  zealous  band  of 
Church  women,  who  now,  after  many  years  of  patient  waiting  and  working,  are 
looking  forward  with  hope  and  joy  to  the  completion  and  consecration  of  their 
Church. 

In  December  last,  the  horse  that  I  had  driven  ever  since  I  have  been  on  this 
Mission  completely  broke  down,  and  it  is  with  gratitude  to  God,  and  with 
hearty  thanks  to  the  congregations,  that  I  here  record  that  three  of  them 
promptly  came  to  my  assistance  in  the  various  amounts  credited  to  them  in 
their  respective  Reports,  and,  with  the  aid  of  the  Bishop,  enabled  me  to  replace 
her. 
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I  cannot  close  this  Report  without  mentioning  another  act  of  kindness 
extended  to  me  by  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  in  Grahamville,  who  kindly 
sent  me  a  purse  of  thirty-five  dollars,  just  a  little  before  Easter.  May  God 
reward  them  all  for  their  care  of  His  humble  servant.

REMARKS. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd — a  recent  outgrowth  of  Trinity  Parish— has 
for  the  last  six  months  been  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Foote,  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  who  has  rendered  much  valuable  service  in  the  way  both  of 
personal  devotion,  and  of  enlisting  material  encouragement  from  his  friends  at  a 
distance.  A  baptismal  font  and  neat  Communion  service  were  among  the  gifts 
received.  Several  hundred  dollars  of  money  was  also  contributed,  which,  with 
some  means  donated  here,  has  served  to  finish  and  equip  the  Chapel  and  make  it 
in  all  ways  convenient  and  attractive.  The  name  of  Col.  T.  A.  Talcott  deserves 
in  this  connection  to  be  placed  on  record,  in  witness  of  the  most  intelligent  and 
unwavering  service.

REMARKS. 

The  services  reported  were  performed  on  thirteen  Sundays  and  thirteen  other 
days.  Nineteen  on  twelve  Sundays  and  seven  other  days  were  exclusively  for 
the  colored  people.  I  preached  fifty-two  times  ;  thirty-four  times  for  whites  and 
eighteen  times  for  the  colored  people.  The  Bishop  preached  to  the  whites  twice 
and  to  the  colored  people  once.    In  addition  to  the  services  reported  in  the  pre- 
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scribed  form,  the  Lay  Reader  celebrated  public  worship  twenty-five  times  on 
twenty- four  Sundays  and  Good  Friday.  The  whole  number  of  services  for 
whites  were  sixty-one,  viz.,  forty-six  on  thirty-seven  Sundays,  and  fifteen  on 
fourceen  other  days.  The  $18  reported  as  derived  from  an  invested  fund  was 
the  income  from  a  donation  of  a  parishioner  of  St.  Jude's,  a  Christian  lady,  now 
deceased,  and  was  given  for  the  express  purpose  of  having  the  Church  building 
improved.  For  this  purpose  it  was  used.  From  loss  of  sight  in  one  of  my  eyes, 
by  the  direction  of  my  physician,  I  have  confined  officiating  at  public  worship 
to  once  on  Sundays  and  my  necessary  Missionary  services.  From  the  same 
cause  I  have  called  upon  the  Lay  Reader  to  assist  me  four  times  at  St.  Jude's 
Church,  and  twice  at  All  Saints.  The  amount  promised  to  Diocesan  Missions 
was  $25  ;  the  amount  paid  was  $31.50.  I  think  1  can  promise  $25  for  the  next 
Conventional  year,  should  circumstances  remain  as  they  are  at  present.

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REMARKS. 

Regarding  the  colored  population  as  simply  and  entirely  a  missionary  field,  1 
have  not  reported  in  the  tabular  statement  the  few  ministerial  acts  performed 
among  them.  During  the  Conventional  year  I  baptized  one  colored  adult  and 
received  him  to  the  communion.  On  the  day  following  he  died.  On  the  same 
day  I  left  to  visit  the  missionary  stations  on  the  Port  Royal  and  Augusta  Railroad, 
and  he  was  buried  before  my  return.  Among  the  colored  people  I  celebrated 
three  marriages.  Mrs.  John  H.  Screven  has  opened  a  school  on  the  plantation 
for  all  of  this  class  who  will  attend,  and  is  quite  hopeful  of  success.  She  pur- 
poses building  a  school  house  and  Church  for  their  use,  which  I  trust,  when 
completed,  will  prove  the  nucleus  of  a  good  and  extensive  work  among  them. 
May  the  Lord  reward  her  and  prosper  this  "  work  and  labor  of  love."  The  Rec- 
tor and  his  family  are  now  occupying  the  neat,  comfortable  and  attractive 
Rectory  donated  by  her  to  the  Parish.  The  location  of  tbe  lot  is  near  the  Church, 
and  very  convenient  to  the  Rector.  The  fund  originally  contributed  towards 
the  rebuilding  of  Sheldon  Church,  held  by  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints  Church  in 
trust  for  Sheldon  Church,  has  been  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Vestry  of  All  Saints  formally  discharged  from  all  trusts  and  liabilities  for  the 
same.  On  petition  of  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints,  and  the  personal  petition  of  Major 
John  H.  Screven,  Senior  Warden  of  All  Saints,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  here, 
by  resolution,  agreed  to  pay  to  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints  the  interest  on  this  fund 
so  soon  as  it  is  invested  and  begins  to  draw  interest,  to  aid  them  in  paying  the 
salary  of  the  Rector.  The  services  reported  were  performed  on  thirty-four  Sun- 
days and  twenty-eight  other  days.  The  Rector  preached  seventy-nine  times  and 
the  Bishop  once.  Twice  there  was  no  sermon.  Twice  the  Lay  Reader  of  St. 
Jude's,  Walterboro,  at  my  request,  read  for  me.  Once  he  read  the  whole  service, 
exclusive  of  such  parts  as  are  limited  to  the  Priest  and  the  ante-communion 
service.  Once  he  read  the  Lessoifs  only.  The  amount  promised  for  Diocesan 
Missions  was  $45 ;  the  amouot  paid  $49.94.  1  think  I  may  promise  for  the  next 
year  the  same  amount,  $15,  provided  circumstances  remain  as  they  are  at 
present.

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REMARKS. 

The  services  reported  were  performed  on  51  Sundays  and  100  other  days. 
Twelve  on  twelve  Sundays,  and  seven  on  seven  other  days — nineteen  in  all — 
were  exclusively  for  the  colored  people  in  Walterboro.  I  have  no  colored  con- 
gregation elsewhere.  In  addition  to  these,  I  officiated  at  St.  Philip's  Church. 
Charleston,  once  on  a  week  day  ;  at  Grahamville  three  times  on  two  days  ;  at 
Summerville  once  on  a  week  day,  preaching  the  sermon.  In  all,  I  officiated 
during  the  Conventional  year  222  times,  preaching  187  times.  On  my  Mission 
the  Bishop  preached  five  times  for  the  whites  and  once  for  the  colored  people. 
Twice  there  was  no  sermon.  In  All  Saints  Parish  I  baptized  and  received  to  the 
Communion  one  colored  person.  On  the  next  day  I  left  on  Missionary  duty, 
and  he  died  and  was  buried  before  my  return.  I  celebrated  three  marriages 
among  the  colored  people,  also,  at  All  Saints.  These  ministerial  acts  I  have  not 
reported  in  the  report  of  All  Saints  Church,  because  I  consider  the  colored 
population  as  entirely  a  Missionary  field,  and  not  forming  a  portion  of  All  Saints 
Parish.  Among  this  class  of  our  population  Mrs.  John  H.  Screven  has  organized 
a  school,  which  during  her  stay  here  she  taught  herself,  and  has  left  in  charge 
of  a  colored  teacher,  whom  she  deems  for  the  ■present  competent  to  instruct  those 
that  attend.  She  purposes,  through  her  own  means,  and  by  the  assistance  of 
friends,  to  erect  a  school  house  and  Chapel  for  the  use  of  the  colored  people, 
which,  when  completed,  I  think  will  prove  the  nucleus  of  a  good  and  extensive 
educational  and  religious  work  among  them.  May  the  Head  of  the  Church 
abundantly  reward  her  and  prosper  this  work  and  labor  of  love. 

The  Rector  and  his  family  now  occupy  the  neat,  attractive  and  comfortable 
Rectory  donated  to  the  Parish  by  the  same  excellent  Christian  lady.  It  is  very 
conveniently  located,  being  next  to  the  Church.  The  fund  originally  contributed 
towards  rebuilding  Sheldon  Church,  and  the  interest  accrued  thereon,  held  in 
trust  by  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints  Church,  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  and  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints  has  been  formally  and  legally  dis- 
charged from  all  trusts  and  liabilities  connected  with  the  same.  On  petition  of 
the  Vestry  of  All  Saints,  and  the  personal  petition  of  the  Senior  Warden,  Mr. 
John  H.  Screven,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have,  by  resolution  formally 
adopted,  agreed  to  pay  to  the  Vestry  of  All  Saints  the  interest  on  this  fund  so 
soon  as  it  shall  be  invested  and  commence  to  draw  interest,  to  aid  them  in  pay- 
ing the  salary  of  the  Rector.  When  this  contingency  will  take  place,  I,  of  course, 
know  not. 

At  Allendale  the  congregation  are  making  every  effort  to  erect  a  Church  build- 
ing. They  now  worship  in  a  union  Church,  destitute  of  all  Episcopal  arrange- 
ments, and  sometimes  interfering  with  Sunday  School  and  public  worship.  A 
lot  has  been  donated  for  the  purpose  and  the  lumber  promised.  Through  their 
own  exertions  and  the  charities  of  Christian  friends,  the  ladies  who  are  most 
zealous  in  the  cause  have  now  in  their  treasury  $256.  Any  assistance  that  may 
be  rendered  by  Churches  or  individuals  will  be  thankfully  received.  In  addition 
to  the  services  already  reported,  the  Lay  Reader  at  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro,  had  ser- 
vice twenty-six  times,  on  twenty- five  Sundays  and  Good  Friday.  These  services 
continue  to  be  well  attended  and  give  general  satisfaction.  The  Sunday  School 
at  Allendale  was  commenced  during  the  year.  Its  numbers  are  few,  but  the 
teachers  have  been  faithful,  and  the  intelligence  exhibited  by  the  scholars  has 
given  me  much  satisfaction.  The  children  of  the  congregation  are  raising  a 
fund  for  the  purchase  of  an  organ.    They  have  collected  $18. 

In  addition  to  the  salaries  paid  by  the  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations,  I 
have  received  from  the  Board  of  Missions  $250,  making  in  all  $1,089.80.  The 
report  of  offerings,  &c,  of  course  does  not  include  the  charities  of  individuals 
rendered  in  private,  but  only  such  as  were  contributed  by  the  congregation. 

During  the  year  I  traveled  2,651  miles,  at  an  expense  of  $78.75.  Received 
$1,082.30;  expended  $78.75;  balance  $1,003.55;  the  amount  promised  for  Dio- 
cesan Missions  was  $90  ;  the  amount  paid  $112.33. 

Within  the  last  six  months  I  have  almost  entirely  lost  the  sight  of  one  of  my 
eyes.  The  physician  whom  I  consulted  has  informed  me  that  the  trouble  is  with 
the  brain  and  not  with  the  eye,  and  has  advised  me  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible 
all  mental  effort ;  hence  the  diminished  number  of  my  services.  Again  I  thank 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad  for  courtesies 
rendered.  On  one  Sunday  I  had  no  service  on  account  of  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather.    I  was  present,  but  no  congregation  attended.

REMARKS. 

A  glance  at  the  total  amount  raised  by  this  Parish  will  reveal  why  it  has 
yielded  to  the  temptation  to  overlook  some  of  its  obligations  abroad.  It  has 
been  under  a  heavy  strain  to  repair  and  beautify  its  Church  building,  a  task  now 
well  nigh  accomplished.  The  balance  indicated  by  the  figures  in  the  report  re- 
mains to  complete  the  work  of  renovating  the  Church.  A  handsome  and  appro- 
priate chancel  window,  to  the  loving  memory  of  the  Rev.  Robert  P.  Johnson, 
thirteen  years  the  beloved  Pastor  of  this  flock,  has  been,  furnished  at  a  cost  of 
$240.  The  Rector  has  held  services  at  a  Mission,  four  miles  from  town,  with 
much  encouragement.  Nine  of  the  baptisms  reported  are  the  result  of  this  Mis- 
sion work.  Mission  services  have  also  been  most  acceptably  held  at  the  County 
poor  house,  three  miles  from  town  in  another  direction.  The  services  at  both  of 
these  places  are  held  in  the  open  air,  and,  consequently,  are  dependent  upon 
mild  weather,  but  in  the  former  there  is  good  prospect  of  building  a  Chapel  be- 
fore Winter.  The  Church  in  York  County  could  most  profitably  employ  two 
Missionaries  in  addition  to  the  present  one,  who  is  struggling  vainly  to  answer 
the  swelling  cry  :  Come  and  help  us.

REMARKS. 

A  Mission  to  the  colored  people  has  been  started  at  Rock  Hill.  Much  en- 
couragement has  been  given  in  diveps  ways  to  continue  this  work.  A  lot  has 
been  secured  and  funds  are  being  raised  to  build  a  Chapel.  It  is  intended  soon 
to  open  a  Sunday  and  Parish  School  in  connection  with  this  Mission. 

According  to  canonical  requirement,  I  respectfully  report  the  following  acts, 
put  in  connection  with  my  regular  Parochial  and  Missionary  work,  to  wit :  I 
have  held  and  assisted  in  services  in  the  Dioceses  of  North  and  East  Carolina, 
New  York  and  Long  Island  ;  celebrated  a  marriage  in  Mecklenburg  County,  N. 
C. ;  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of  Greenville,  and  assisted  in  a  Convo- 
cational  Mission  ;  under  the  instructions  of  the  Bishop,  spent  nearly  two  months 
at  the  North,  in  an  effort  to  secure  funds  for  increasing  the  Church's  work 
among  the  negroes  of  this  Diocese  ;  celebrated  a  marriage  in  St.  Mark's  Parish, 
Chester,  and  held  a  number  of  services  in  Christ  Church,  Lancaster  ;  labored  as 
Editor  of  the  "  Church  Messenger."

REMARKS. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  the  "  Financial  Exhibit"  does  not  quite  do  justice  to 
this  Parish,  as  one-quarter  of  the  subscriptions  to  General  Missions  does  not 
appear,  being  deferred  for  cause  till  after  the  1st  of  May.  The  Parish  Church 
has  been  improved  by  a  very  neat  and  substantial  fence,  at  a  cost  of  $150  ;  also, 
by  a  very  pretty  memorial  stained-glass  chancel  window. 

The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society  continues  its  zealous  and  efficient  services,  having 
the  past  Summer  expended  $200.86  upon  the  Parsonage — adding  a  cistern,  a 
chimney  and  a  new  kitchen.

REMARKS. 

In  addition  to  services  mentioned  in  my  report,  I  have  for  the  last  six  months — 
as  reported  to  the  Board  of  Missions  in  my  Missionary  Report — given  a  weekly 
service  one  evening  in  the  week  to  a  small  colored  congregation  which  I  have 
succeeded  in  gathering  together.  This  work,  I  am  glad  to  say,  since  I  com- 
menced it,  has  amply  repaid  me  for  the  efforts  which  I  have  made.  The  congre- 
gation has  within  the  time  mentioned  secured  and  paid  for  a  desirable  lot  for  a 
Church  building,  which  is  to  be  known  as  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  and  has 
also  in  bank  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  erecting  the  Church; 

I  have  also  commenced  a  work  of  much  interest  among  the  poor  white  people 
within  two  miles  of  the  village,  and  have  gathered  thus  far  a  goodly  number  of 
children  into  a  Sunday  School  with  very  favorable  prospects  of  opening  in  the 
near  future  a  week  day  Church  Mission  School,  to  be  taught  by  a  member  of  my 
village  congregation.  Our  Church  debt  also  has  been  reduced  within  the  year 
from  four  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  only,  and  altogether  the  Parish  has 
done  better  financially  than  for  two  or  three  years.

REMARKS. 

In  presenting  the  statistical  report  of  the  Associate  Mission,  it  is  our  duty  to 
call  attention  first  to  the  substantial  advance  made  the  past  year  by  the  Parish 
of  St.  Luke's.  It  only  needs  to  have  its  Church  completed  to  become  a  strong 
and  vigorous  Parish. 

The  Mission  in  Ward  One  has  greatly  suffered  by  the  removal  of  the  Postulant, 
Mr.  McDuffie,  to  the  North,  to  pursue  his  studies  at  St.  Stephen's,  Annandale. 

The  Mission  at  Lexington,  under  the  charge  of  I.  W.  Green,  has  been  greatly 
prospered  and  exhibits  a  marked  growth. 

The  Missions  in  Fairfield  County,  at  Littleton  and  Long  Run,  have  shown  but 
little  extension,  although  there  has  been  considerable  growth  internally. 

The  first  visitation  of  the  Bishop  to  all  the  stations  has  been  attended  with 
good  results. 
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All  the  stations  need  the  full  completion  of  the  various  Church  buildings,  and 
those  in  the  country  must  be  attended  to  soon,  if  they  are  to  continue  of  use. 

The  Mission  has  retained  the  confidence  of  its  friends  in  respect  to  the  contri- 
butions of  money,  but  there  should  be  a  large  increase  of  aid  given  to  it  for 
securing  proper  buildings  and  enlarging  its  field  of  labor. 

Loud  calls  have  come  to  us  to  extend  our  labors  into  the  County  of  Sumter, 
and  even  to  remoter  portions  of  the  State,  but  we  wait  for  further  aid. 

In  the  matter  of  the  giving  of  money  for  the  work  of  the  Church,  there  has 
been  a  commendable  advance  all  through  the  Mission.  St.  Luke's  Parish  con- 
tributions at  Easter  amounted  to  $51.54,  and  for  the  year  reached  to  but  little 
short  of  $300.  The  contributions  of  all  the  Missions  amounted  to  $476.73.  A  full 
report  of  all  the  contributions  made  to  the  Mission  from  all  sources  has  been 
rendered  to  the  Advisory  Board  of  Missions  to  Colored  People,  together  with  all 
expenditures.

REMARKS. 

Disapprobation  of  the  Bishop  upon  the  reported  "  discord  and  confusion  "  of 
the  Church  at  Florence,  by  the  Commission  appointed,  while,  with  its  "  com- 
mend of  the  zeal  and  energy  of  the  Rector  "  in  its  failure  of  payment  of 
promised  salary  of  $400  per  annum,  the  withdrawal  by  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
any  continued  aid,  and  his  advice  for  the  discontinuance  and  withdrawal.  The 
year  having  terminated  in  April,  resignation  of  the  Parish  took  place  July  15th. 

With  $135.05  of  unpaid  salary  and  the  amount  previously  raised  of  $200, 
reported  last  year  in  the  improvement  of  Church,  and  in  the  cancel  of  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Parish  has  also  been  added  that  of  this.

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With  Priest's  ordination,  it  becomes  unnecessary  to  assume  otherwise  public 
vows  to  those  of  "  poverty,"  &c,  the  commission  only  requiring  the  additional 
right  of  being  assigned  and  sustained  in  the  Church's  authority,  and  that  they 
who  preach  the  Gospel  should  live  by  it. 

Failure  to  receive  amount  promised  as  Rector  of  the  Church  at  Florence  for 
year  ending  April  15,  1884,  necessitated  limited  support  of  the  same,  to  the 
amount  paid,  $264.95,  and  since  then  the  ability  to  live  has  been  as  reported, 
since  last  Convention.

The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly : 

AN  ACT  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sitting  in 
General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  time  being 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  their  successors  in  office,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby 
appointed  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property 
heretofore  given  or  acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired, 
for  objects  connected  with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than 
that  now  held  by  other  corporations,  and,  also,  for  all  property 
belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  Churches,  or  dormant 
Parishes  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which  have  now 
ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also,  of  any  property  now  or 
hereafter  belonging  to  other  Churches  or  corporations  in  the  said 
Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surrender  or  convey  the  same  to  the 
said  Trustees,  or  whose  charters  of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Section  2.  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the  powers  of  a  cor- 
porate body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and 
by-laws  for  their  government  and  for  the  management  of  the  prop- 
erty under  their  charge  as  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said 
Trustees. 

Section  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  described 
in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  Trustees  by 
operation  of  law,  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other  than 
that  which  is  herein  specified,  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  the  said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880. 
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STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  several 
Churches  of  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of  Deputies  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regu- 
lar communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1842.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be 
given  by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the  standing  resolution  recommending 
that  members  of  this  Convention  be  communicants  shall  be  read 
to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  affixed  to 
the  published  notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and  Con- 
gregations of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  respective 
Pastors  incurred  in  attending  the  Diocesan  Convention.  (Passed 

1838.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention/  after  providing 
for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be 
paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese  who  may 
attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund 
shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quarterly  payments, 
from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge  his  Episcopal  duty. 
(Amended  1859.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  paying  the 
sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop  shall  be  in- 
vested.   (Amended  1877.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist 
officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1856.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting  for 
the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return 
thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.    (Passed  1859.)

11.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall 
depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of 
the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  interdict, 
the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly 
and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism, 
that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of 
the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

14.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the  im- 
perative duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect  and  obey 
a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister.    (Passed  1867.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.    (Passed  1866.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call 
the  names  of  Deputies  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  Laymen 
voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
Chair,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  trans- 
portation of  members  to  and  from  the  Convention.    (Passed  1882.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  are  earnestly  re- 
quested to  send  their  reports  on  or  before  the  1st  of  May  to  the 
Secretary  of  Convention,  who  will  forward  them  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  last  Convention  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  who  is  requested 
to  have  the  report  ready  for  the  first  or  second  day  of  Convention. 

19.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  be  requested  always 
to  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  to 
their  congregations  as  soon  as  they  obtain  a  printed  copy  of  same. 

20.  Resolved,  That  Sunday  following  the  transaction  of  business 
of  the  Convention  be  made  the  final  day  of  the  session,  unless  such 
session  shall  be  further  extended  by  order  of  the  Convention  ;  and 
that  on  Sunday  night  a  general  meeting  be  held,  at  which  addresses 
may  be  made  upon  missionary  or  other  subjects,  the  speakers  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  a  Committee  appointed  by  him. 

21.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  earnest  desire  and  special  request  of 
this  Convention  that  all  Delegates,  Clerical  and  Lay,  remain  in  the 
place  of  meeting  until  after  the  closing  service  Sunday  night. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings 
for  the  first  day  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  five  Standing  Com- 
mittees, viz.:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  the 
Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen  ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of 
one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Missionary  District ; 
a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman 
and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three 
Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for 
admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the  first 
day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Perma- 
nent Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

II.  Miscellaneous  business. 

11.  The  "  Morning  Prayer"  shall  precede  the  business  of  every 
succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appro- 
priate Collects,  offered  by  the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day, 
after  Morning  Prayer. 
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When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order 
of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  when 
in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when 
in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their 
respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  for 
the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committee  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the  last 
day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address 
the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention  unless 
he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and, 
without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoiding 
personality.  . 
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IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which 
may  be  moved  and ~  seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the 
majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the 
Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the 
Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers, 
as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin 
to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Convention 
unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a 
motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with 
himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  house,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  amend  ;  which 
several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall 
have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be 
equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution.  Subject  to  these  excep- 
tions, the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn 
may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any 
member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the 
Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case 
where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 
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XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may, 
call  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall 
immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions 
of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance,  without  debate, 
by  the  President ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision 
to  the  Convention,  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not 
extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates  for  Orders,  and 
all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings 
of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the  open- 
ing of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by 
a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed 
alteration.
